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FIRE IN OPERA HOUSE

11:30 o'clock last night

House just at the time when Mr. Van Dyck 
was singing in ‘‘Tannhduser " in the second 
act. Although the fire burned briskly and 
smoke issued from the room to the dressing 
rooms where one hundred or more opera 
singers and the chorus were preparing to 
go out on the stage, the audience assem- 
oe in honor of Prince Henry, who occu- 
ied the most prominent box, were unaware 

of the danger. 

The fire originated from some unknown 
and was discovered by one of the 
stage hands. He very quietly conveyed the

Great excitement prevailed among the 
management and the opera house at- 
taches. They realized the danger of the 
situation if the audience got the slightest 
inkling of the fire. 

Silently the opera house attaches went 
hither and thither, conveying messages to 
those stationed in the front of the house 
who were to give the alarm in case the 
fire spread. Fortunately, however, the 
fiames were extinguished before spreading 
to any other part of the building. 

The opera singers and the members of 
the various choruses, who were dressing 
in their rooms, which adjoin the wig room, 
were first alarmed by the smell of smoke 
into the hallway.

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CITY'S FREEDOM CONFERRED

New York’s Representatives 
Honor Prince Henry. 


Resolutions Presented with Brief But 


Interesting Ceremonies in the 


Aldermanic Chamber, 


The freedom of the City of New York wes 
conferred upormPrince Henry yesterday aft- 
ernoon by Mayor Low in the City Hall. 
For the first time'in the history of New 
York a visitor of royal blood’ was welcbmed 

yithin the portals of the seat of the City 
Government and the hand of fellowship ex- 
tended by the civic officials. A peculiar co- 
incidence is that the last time the ‘“ free- 
dom of New York” was granted to a for- 
eigner the recipient was a Frenchman— 
Marquis de Lafayette, in 1824, and Mayor 
William Paulding officiated. Many titled 
foreigners have been received with more or 


less formality in the City Hall, but the 
words ‘freedom of the city’’ were never 
used except on the two occasions stated. 
There were dashes of color within and 
without the old building. Military and po- 
lice officials bedecked with gold lace hur- 
ried about putting the final touch to the 
preparations. The first notice to those 


; gathered within the City Hall of the ap- 


proach of the royal visitor was the strains 
of the Squadron A band and the sharp~all 


! of the bugles as Major Herbert L. Bridg- 


man ordered “‘ column left’ ’to swing his 
cavalrymen into City Hall Park. 

It was 4:07 when the Prince stepped from 
his carriage, drawn up at the rear entrance 
to the City Hall. He walked up the steps 
under a canopy, and was escorted to Mayor 


: Low’s private office by Sergt. Kennell, the 


Prince being accompanied by the Mayor's 
secretary, James B. Reynolds. Inspector 
Cross, Capt. Copland, and a hundred patrol- 
men were drawn up in various lines 
throughout the building, and they were also 


| used to keep the stairways cleared for the 


royal party. Under the brilliant cut glass 
chandeliers Prince Henry tossed off his 
cape and at once became interested in look- 
ing at the old oil. paintings which adorn 
the walls of the room. In a few seconds 
the German Admirals and other officers of 
rank who accompanied the Prince through- 
vut his trip of‘*yesterday were divested of 
their chapeaus and capes, and the spectacle 
of the Mayor's office of New York peopled 
by German officers was witnessed by those 
few inquisitive’ persons who peered over 
the shoulders of policemen. 

Up in the Governor’s room there were 
gathered many of the most prominent men 
of New York—members of Mayor Low's 
Reception Committee—ready to hono? 
Prince Henry. The Board of Aldermen was 
in session, and every member was in his 
seat waiting to see and take part in the 
ceremonies. Secretary Reynolds escorted 
Prince Henry up the stairs under the ro- 
tunda of the City Hall, and they were fol- 
lowed by the German officers and Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans. 

Mayor Low was standing in the Govern- 
or’s Room, in front of the writing table 
once the property of George Washington. 


} At one side of the room was a memento

THE MAYOR’S GREETING. 


Prince Henry walked toward Mayor Low 
and shook his hand cordially. Mayor Low 
said: 

‘‘ Your Royal Highness, I welcome you to 
the city. Let me present to you Mr. Schurz 
of the Citizens’ Committee. May I present 
to you Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, the hero of 
Gettysburg?”’ 

Gen, Sitkles, wearing his uniform and war 
medals, came forward on crutches. Prince 
Henry looked the old veteran over care- 
fully, and then, with a slight inclination 
of his head, said: 

** My pleasure.”’ 

Prince Henry and Mayor Low were stand- 
ing side by side with the royal visitor oa 
the right. Mayor Low talked in an easy 
conversational tone, while the Prince stood 
erect and M@ignified, occasionally glancing 
around the Governor’s room ‘at the men 
and the old paintings on the wall. 

“This is Washington’s writing table; 
Washington was the first President of the 
United States,’’ said Mayor Low, pointing 
to the inscription on the top. 

“Was it, indeed?”’ said Prince Henry, 
looking over the old table. Rear Admfral 
Evans then presented Anson G. MaCook. 
During the few minutes’ wait while’ Sec- 
retary Reynolds was informing the Board 
of Aldermen of the visit of Prince Henry, 
Wallace Downey, the builder of the Em- 
peror’s yacht, approached and said: 


“IT shall be pleased if you will, Prince

Prince Henry shook hands with each as 
introduced, and then President Cantor said: 

“It ig my distinguished privilege to In- 
form you that the Board of Aldermen of 
the City of New York is in sesdion, and if 
agreeable to you, Sir—your Royal Highness 
—awaits your presence in the Chamber for 
the purpose of conferring upon you the 
freedom of the city.” 

Prince Henry indicated that the arrange- 
ment was agreeable by a slight nod, and 
then Mayor Low asked the members of the 
Reception Committee to pass to the Alder- 
manic gallery, while Prince Henry walked 
to the west gallery of the Governor's Room. 

The Board of Aldermen was crowded with 
members, the heads of the city depart- 
ments, and men invited to welcome Prince 
Henry. President Fornes was in the ros- 
trum, and the audience rose as some saw 
the flash of a gold lace uniform in the 
deor Prince Henry's staff and Rear Ad- 
miral Evans and Adjt. Gen. Corbin then 
took seats on the left of the rostrum. A 
few minutes later, Just as the spectators 
had taken their seats, Mayor Low appeared 
at the rear of the Aldermanic Chamber, ac-

companied by the Prince. Instantly every 
person in the room arose, and there was 
hearty hand clapping. The casket with 
the engrossed set of resolutions was in 
piace in front of the presiding officer. 

President Cantor said as the royal visitor 
ane Mayor Low stood in the aisle near the 
rostrum: 

‘Mr. President, I have the honor to pre- 
sent to you, Sir, and to the Board of Alder- 
men of the City of New York, his Royal 
Highness, Prince Henry of Prussia, the 
guest of the United States.” 

President Fornes replied: 

“It is my great pleasure and esteemed 
honor on behalf of the Board of Alder- 
men,.the legislative body of the City of 
New York, to express a most cordial wel- 
come to his Highness Prince Henry of 
Russia—Prussia, and I beg place’ for him 
seated to the right.’ z 

Prince Henry stepped up to the rostrum, 
and, under the folds of the draped German 
flag, grasped President Fornes by the 
hand. President Fornes then said: 

‘“Your Royal Highness, Prince Henry of 
Prussia, it is my especial honor to request 
his Honor, the Mayor of New York, to ten- 
der you the resolutions passed by this body 
granting you the freedom of the city.” 


MAYOR LOW’S SPEECH. 


Mayor Low, standing under the draped 
American flag, said in clear tones while 
looking direct at Prince Henry: 

*‘Your Royal Highness, the City of New 
York, in the charter granted to it by Gov. 
Dongan in 1686, is spoken of as already an 
ancient city. It will naturally occur to 
you that this is the phraseology of the new 
World. But it does signify that in receiv- 
ing the welcome of New York you are re- 
ceiving the greetings of one of the oldest 
centres of civilization upon this continent. 
The freedom of ‘the city, which is now to 
be conferred upon you, has not very often 
been granted in all our history. If it be 
now, in fact, but a form of words, it is a 
form that signifies high regard and genuine 
friendship for. him upon whom it is be- 
stowed. 

‘‘Our ancient city, in the course of the 
years, has become the metropolis of Amer- 
ica. It is not a capital like the great cities 
of Europe, for it is got the seat of Govern- 
ment either of the State of New York or 
of the United States. But it is in a very 
real sense one of the most important cen- 
tres of the Nation’s life, for here are to be 
found many of the men who give shape to 
the financial, the commercial, and the in- 
dustrial progress of the Nation. More, also, 
it may fairly be claimed, it is one of the 
most influential ceptres in this country of 
education, music, literature,. art, and 
sciences. To all of these claims to emi- 
nence on the part of our city our fellow- 
citizens of German birth and descent have 
contributed their part in full measure. It 
is, therefore, a pleasure to all our people 
to-day to welcome here one who so worthi- 
ly represents their Fatherland. 

“We welcome your Royal Highness 
heartily, for your own sake, and we wel- 
come you equally as the representative of 
your imperial brother, the Emperor of Ger- 
many. We hope that your visit will do 
much to cement the friendship always ex- 
isting between Germany and the 
States, between the country of Steuben and 
De Kalb and the country of Washington. 

* By the authority of the Bogrd of Alder- 
men of the city, I have now the honor to 
confer upon your Royal Highness the free- 
dom of the City of New York.” 

Mayor Low then reached oyer and tak- 
ing from the silver and rosewood casket 
the engrossed resolptions handed them to 
the royal visitor. e Prince waited a sec- 
ond or so and then started to speak, His 
voice was pitched in a low key and was of 
a soft tone. There was a distinct German 
accent and his words at times came slowly. 
First Prince Henry would look toward 
Mayor Low and then when uttering an ap- 
propriate sentence would glance out to- 
ward the audience. Near the end of his 
speech Prince Henry was at a loss for a 
peroration, and with a smile he repeated a 
former thought couched in a few different 
words. 

THE PRINCE'S RESPONSE. 


The following is his speech verbatim: 

‘‘Mr. Mayor, I.am most grateful for the 
kind reception I find here in this house as 
well as for the very kind words you ex- 
press on this occasion. I am fully aware of 
the fact that it is an exception that a mem- 
ber certainly of my family should have 
been made or offered the freedom of the 
City of New York. I may add that I am 
proud of it. It is the first city which so 
many of the Old World going over to the 
New World meet and see. It is a city which 
has been an asylum for many of my coun- 
trymen. It is—I am gware pf the fact—the 
centre and a centre of commerce. 

“‘I was deeply touched by the reception 
which I found on the day of my arrival as 
well as to-day when I drove up to the City 
Hall. All of you know perfectly well that 
I am not here on my own behalf, but that I 
am here on the behalf of his Majesty, the 
German Emperor, my beloved brother and 
sovereign. [Applause.] 

*T am sorry that I cannot repay you for 
all the kindness I have found here, but I 
think that I am quite safe in saying that I 
may offer you the friendship of his Ma- 
jesty, the Emperor of Germany, [applause,] 
and I agree with you,-Mr. Mayor, if I may 
say, that I have not come here to create a 
friendship, but to carry on the old friend- 
ship which has existed between our two 
nations, [applause,] and which I hope may 
remain the same in the future. I wish to 
thank you once more and tonclude with my 
heartfelt thanks for the kindness and for 
your offering me the freedomeof the City 
of New York, and I wish to add that I wish 
the City of New York everything which is 
good for the future, and every possible 
good wish for the City of New York.” 

Prince Henvy quickly recovered his com- 
posure after his slight confusion In ending 
his speech. With a laugh he grasped the 
hand of President Fornes and stepped down

in a few minutes the visitors were dressed 
to brave the rain. Prince Henry bowed to 
Mayor Low when they concluded their 
adieus. Major Bridgman had his squadron 
drawn up on the walks of City Hall Park. 
The bugles sounded “ fours right’ and the 
cavalry escort started up Broadway fol- 
lowed by the carriages containing the for- 
eign visitors. , 

The casket presented to Prince Henry 
eontained the “ freedom of the city” reso- 
lutions engrossed on heavy sheepskin, and 
so made as to roll on an ivory roller. The 
casket is of rosewood, bound and orna- 
mented with silver representations of the 
City of New York, the yacht Meteor, and 
the German imperial coat-of-arms. The 
top of the box is ornamented with the 
coat-of-arms of New York City standing 
directly up from the casket, with figures 
about two and a quarter inches tall.

A .BRILLIANT SPECTACLE 


| Prince, President, and the Vessel’s 


Sponsor Enthusiastically Cheered 
By a Vast Throng—Many In- 
teresting Incidents.

The schooner yacht Meteoft III., designed 
by A. Cary Smith of New York and built 
by the ‘Townsend-Downey Shipbuilding 
Company for his imperial Majesty Wilhelm 
II., German Emperor, was launched yester- 
day at the yards of the builders at Shooter 
Island in the presence of the most distin- 
guished gathering ever assembled to wit- 
ness the naming of a vessel in American 
waters. As the white craft stirred from 
her cradle the name chosen for her by her 
royal owner was bestowed by her chosen 
godmother, the daughter of the President of 
the United States. As she started on her 
first journey down the ways her snowy bow 
was caressed by Prince Henry of Prussia, 
who had journey from the Fatherland as 
the representative of his brother primarily 
for this one act, then by President Roose- 
velt, and then by his daughter. 

When the yacht gently entered and grace- 
fully poised herself upon the first waters 
that she was to know—those of an Ameri- 
can bay—cheers were given in which blend- 
ed the voices of a score of high naval and 
military officers of Germany, several hun- 
dred of the leaders of the American Nation 
~—statesmen, prelates, politicians, soldiers, 
and sailors, both German and American— 
and last a more or less picked gathering of 
plain Américan citizens. There was the 
booming of cannon, the rattle of drums, and 
the music of American and German nation- 
al airs. 

There was a curious mingling of national 
characteristics and national expressions of 
varying emotions, a somewhat incongruous 
suggestion of the monarchy and of the Re- 
public—of the Old World and the New—but 
there was something very human and in- 
spiring in the extraordinary ceremony. A 
Prince of royal blood chatting gayly with 
the daughter of the President within a few 
feet of a policeman in high rubber boots, 
the Secretary of the Germah Imperial Navy 
in gorgeous uniform rubbing elbows with a 
clerk in a drug store, an officer of the Im- 


perial Guard asking pardon for inadver-: 


tently jostling the wife of a local. politi- 


acting as interpreter between an American 
policeman and a German photographer— 
these are samples of the many strange 
studies in contrasts offered throughout the 
forenoon on Shooter Island. But through it 
all and over it all there was present that 
broad democracy of men that recognizes no 
alWsolute form of ceremony and no hinter- 
land. $ 
PRINCE’S MESSAGE TO EMPEROR. 


The launching of the Meteor was intended 
to be the pivotal feature of Prince Henry’s 
visit to this country as the guest of the 
Government, and upon its success or failure 
rested to a considerable extent the success 
of the royal mission. There was not a hitch 
in the proceedings and the entire function 
passed off with a smoothness that roused 
the enthusiasm of the principal Visitor, 
which he expressed in the following cable- 
gram, written a moment after the new 
yacht had drifted out into the water: 

“Yacht launched by Miss Roosevelt’s 
hand. Beautiful boat, great crowd, and 
congratulations from every one.” 

Shooter Island is not an ideal spot for the 
entertainment of royalty. No amount of gay 
bunting and gay music and martial trap- 
pings of war can quite lift it out of its 
utterly plebeian character, and yesterday 
there was not even sunshine to touch it up 
and color the waters in which it rests. The 
island, which is occupied solely by the 
shipbuilding firm, is a low lying bit of land, 
originally a marsh. Around it yesterday 
morning there hovered banks of murky 
fog, and-now and then were drizzles of 
rain. The air was raw and chilly, and over- 
head heavy gray clouds drifted constant- 
ly by. American weather, ever royally in- 
dependent, showed almost at its worst on 
the day of all days when America wanted 
it to show at its best. But American cor- 
diality and hospitality do not depend upon 
the weather, and during the occasion of the 
launching of the new white yacht physical 
comfort was forgotten in a blaze of popular 
enthusiasm. 

Sunshine was all that was needed, but it 
was a pretty sight neverthless. The un- 
sightly buildings, never intended as things 
of beauty, were bravely decked with flags 
and bunting, and there were streamers of 
color floating everywhere. It was a holi- 
day at the works, and all the workmen 
were assembled in their Sunday best. There 
were blue walls of policemen stretching 
about over the wharves and landings, and 
long lines of naval militiamen, with mus- 
kets and gleaming bayonets, lent to the 
everyday prosaic precincts a martial air. 
The peaceful and somewhat dirty waters 
surrounding the island were agitated ‘by 
fleets of police patrol boats and other 
craft, and as 10:30 o'clock approached, the 
hour set for the launching, boat loads of 
invited guests landing on the island im- 
parted to it an aspect of unprecedented 
gayety and movement. 

At the eastern end of the island, under 
cover of a big shed, the beautiful yacht 
built for the German Emperor rested in 
its cradie, awaiting the ceremonies that 
would attend its baptism. This shed was 
a profusion of many colored draperies, as 
befitted the theatre In which the most im- 
portant scene of this whole international 
play was to be enacted. The tracks down 

' which the vessel was to glide into the water 
{ had been greased until they were as glass, 
and all the gearing and tackle to be used 
in sending the yacht into her proper ele- 
ment were in perfect working order. The 
wedges, which at a signal were to be 
driven home, lfting the vessel clear of the 
restraining shores, were in place. An in- 
genious scheme was contrived whereby the 
two ‘‘dog shores,” the last obstacles in 
the way of the vessel's glide to the water, 
rested one on either side under a heavy 
weight suspended by a cord, which rove

HATCHET AND BOTTLE. 


Built up about the bow of the vessel, 
which pointed inland, was a platform ex- 
tending around on either side, This was 
for the distinguished guests, Leading from 
this platform, and reached from it by three 
steps, was a second and smaller one, built 
directly under the prow of the yacht. On 
this platform the early arrivals saw an 
oaken block over which stretched the cord 
that held the weights that released and 
were im turn to release the new vessel from 
her cradle. On this block was a beautiful 
silver-mounted hatchet. On the shining 
sides of the weapon was the following in- 
scription: 

This hatchet was used to cut the holding cord 
at the launching of the schooner yacht Meteor, 
built for his Imperial Majesty Wilhelm IL., 
Emperor of Germany. and christened by Miss 
Roosevelt, Feb. 1902. 


Alice 25, 

Suspended by a thirty-foot chain of silver 
was the bottle of French champagne with 
which the craft was to be named. The 
bottle was incased in a covering of thin 
silver. On one side of this glittering sheath 
—which was presented to’ Miss Roosevelt 
after the ceremony—was the inscription: 

Souvenir of the christening of the German 
Emperor's yacht Meteor by Miss Alice Roosevelt, 
Feb. 25, 1902. 

There were also metal shields bearing the 
German and American coats-of-arms. 

On this last platform, reserved for the 
central figures in the scene soon to be 
enacted, were stationed early in the morn- 
ing two stalwart New York policemen, M. 
Cc. Geough of the East One Hundred and 
Fourth Street Station and J. J. Craig of the 
West Sixty-eighth Street Station. These 
two republican guards, the latter in a pair

launching was finished. 

Fine as was the display of Presidential 
and royal ceremony, and democratic as 
were the proceedings of the day, there was 
nothing spontaneous in the function of the 
launching. Early in the morning, and even 
before daybreak, .the preparations for the 
day began. The Jersey shore was hardly 
visible in the fog when tugs began to clear 
the waters by crunching through thin 
cakes of ice that had formed during the 
night at the place where the yacht was to 
strike the water. At 7 o’clock the rain was 
coming down in sheets. The piers were 
slippery, and the ‘shipyard in the vicinity 
of the Meteor was scarcely more solid than 
a solution of slush and mud. Workmen set 
to work putting down planking in the more 
impassable places and covering the seats 
on the stands with canvas. 

A brave show was made, however, and 
the only defect in the spectacle of trem- 
bling color was sunshine, From all of the 
buildings and sheds and piers and vessels 
in various stages of completion or repair 
streamed a myriad flags gleaming with all 
the colors of the spectrum. J. Kennedy 
Tod's schooner yacht Thistle was decked 
with flags from her taffrail to the main- 
mast, and then to the bow. Next to her lay 
the yacht, Bache, and beyond the latter, 
and decked most gayly of all was’ the J. 
L. Luckenbach, which was once the North 
German Lloyd steamship Saale, in which so 
many lives were lost in the Hoboken fire 
horror of June 30, 1900. 

Shooter Island, where the launching took 
place, is just off the north shore of Staten 
Island, beyond the Kill von Kull, and at 
the lower end of Newark Bay. It was 
originally nearly circular in shape, but with 
the additional piers and the land filled in, 
its form now resembles that of a human 
hand, with the two middle fingers cut off. 
Five stands had been erected. One, directly 
in front of the yacht, had been built to ac- 
commodate the President, the Prince, Miss 
Alice Roosevelt, A. Cary Smith, the de- 
signer of the yacht, and the few other 
chosen guests. Immediatély back of this 
stand was a larger one, to hold the mem- 
bers of the President’s party and the 
Prince’s suite and*their guests. To the 
west of the Meteor and under her shed 
was a stand for the press. Two other 
stands, one to the east and the other in 
the rear of the yacht, were devoted to 
guests of the Townsend-Downey Shipbuild- 
ing Company. To the west and outside of 
the shed over the Meteor was a stand for 
employes. 


NAVAL MILITIA AND POLICE. 


The first arrival of the day at the island 
was the double-deck propeller boat Favor- 
ite, with the First and Second Battalions 
of the New York Naval Militia on board. 
The First Battalion, which brought tations 
and was under command of Commander 
Franklin, who was the officer of the guard, 
left its ship, the New Hampshire, at the 
foot of East Twenty-fourth Street, at 6 
o’clock, accompanied by the Eighth Regi- 
mentjBand. On reaching the Old Dominion 
Line’s Brooklyn pier the Favorite took 
aboard the Second Battalion, 
command of Commander Forshew, who 
served as officer of the day. This bat- 
talion carried four long one-pounders, with 
field carriages, as a saluting battery, which 
was mounted as rapidly as possible on 
reaching Shooter Island.. The militiamen 
then formed in two lines, extending from 
the end of the pier to the yacht Meteor, 
thus furnishing a highway between bayo- 
nets for the President and the Prince. 
There were 200 men from the First Bat- 
talion and 250 from the Second. Fifty of 
them carried cutlasses and revolvers and 
acted as a special guard. 


Over 250 policemen, under Inspector 
Brooks, Capts. Haughey, Walsh, Cooney, 
Ghapman, and Herlihy; ten Sergeants; and 
ten Roundsmen, were in charge of the po- 
lice arrangements on the island, subject, 
however, to the Naval Militia. Onee when 
Capt. Chapman, in full uniform, attempted 
to cross a prohibited line, one of the mili- 
tiamen threatened to bayonet him, and he 
desisted. His first remark on reaching 
Manhattan again was, “‘ Well, I guess they 
won't bayonet me here.” Three tugboats 
cruised about the island, under the com- 
mand of Capts. Martens, O’Brien, and Hal- 
pin, with a dozen policemen, each, and 
kept off all vessels. without permits to land. 
They had little to do except to keep at a 
long distance a number of excursion boats 
which were laden with crowds anxious to 
get a glimpse of the Meteor as she struck 
the water. One tug, the Albert H. Ellis, 
got inside the line and was forced out. 
Under a misapprehension, the police. tugs 
started to drive out the torpedo launch 
Mohican, lying next to the yacht Thistle, 
which was on the scene as an additional 
protector, but the mistake was soon ex- 
plained. Capt. Smith was in command of 
the police boat Patrol, while about 300 
police were on the Staten Island shore. A 
dozen picked men, under Sergt. Fitzger- 
ald, went to Jersey City to meet the Presi- 
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dent and the Prince, as, did also a detail 
of detectives, under Capt. Titus. 

Inspector Brooks spent Monday night at 
West Brighton; Staten Island, and fifty po- 
licemen under a Sergeant were sent over ta. 
Shooter Island at 6 o'clock to do patrol 
duty and prevent any possible attempt to 
harm the royal visitor. They remained un- 
til midnight, when they were’ relieved by 
another detail of fifty men, who said at 
daybreak yesterday morning that they nev- 
er knew how cheery and comfortable: the 
streets in the Borough ‘of Manhattan were 
until they had this wrestle with the dark- 
ness and cold and tedium in the solitary 
hours on the almost deserted Shooter Isl 
and. 

GUESTS BEGIN TO ARRIVE. 


Preparations for the launching and for 
the handling of the crowds were well ad- 
vanced when the first of the guest boats 
arrived. This’ vessel was the navy yard 
tug Narkeeta, under command of Lieut. 
Wood, bringing the petty officers of the 
imperial yacht Hohenzollern, thirty of her 


band. Disembarking at the end of the long 
pier, they marched through the line of mi- 
litiamen, the sailors presenting an odd ap- 
pearance with their hats, which resembied 
the straw hats worn by the British sailors 
at the Dewey celebration of 1899.

Hardly had the Robert Garrett made fast 
to the long pier, when around the point of 
the island loomed up the Pennsylvania 
Railroad ferryboat Philadelphia, carrying 
President Roosevelt and Prince Henry to 
the launching. From the staff on the for- 
ward pilot house floated the German im- 
peria! standard, and from the aft pilot 
house the President’s flag, while half way 
between the two flew an American flag 
in the stiff wind then blowing.

PRINCE AND PRESIDENT CHEERED. 


The President passed out of the cabin 
first and paused a moment for the Prince, 
Together, the President being on the right, 
they walked down the gangplank to the 
edge of the ciowd, where ‘Admiral Barker 
and Admiral von Baudissin and their staffs 
stood. The sight of the two men, one the 
head of this great Republic, and one the 
brother and special representative of one 
of the strongest of European menarchs, 
served as an instant signal for cheer upon ; 
cheer, which made one _ long-continued 
wave of thrilling sound along the lines of 
the spectators,. The President acknowl- 
edged the enthusiasm by repeatedly smil- 
ing, lifting’ his hat,.and bowing, while 
Prince Henry, erect as an arrow, kept his 
hand at his chapeau in formal salute. The 
President looked much older than he did a 
year ago, and the Prince showed in his face 
signs of fatigue from the overtaxing pro- 
gramme he had observed since reaching 
American shores last Sunday morning. He 
wore the full-dress uniform of an Admiral, 
and about his left arm was a band of 
crape because of the death of his mother, 
the Empress Frederick. 

Next to the President and Prince Henry 
on leaving the. yacht were Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Miss Alice Roosevelt. The daughter of 
the President, who was about: to be the 
central figuré in the ceremony for which 
Prince Henry came, walked down through 
the lines of militiamen, who were standing

} ON THE REVIEWING STAND. 


At 9:55 o’clock Mayor Low had arrived on 
the reviewing stand unannounced. He was 
muffled up in an overcoat, and with an 
ufibrella in his hand walked idly about for 
a;few moments and then mounted to the 
smmller platform and inspected the bottle 
of ‘wine. A little later Mrs. Low, accom- 
pgnied by the Misses Curtis, followed on 
to the platform, and the bottle and hatchet 
oa tea to them by the Mayor. Things 

‘are beginning to liven up now at a great 
rafts, down in the shipyards, and a little 
later Bishop Potter, in a high hat, came 
uppn the platform. The first of all the giit- 
teting array of gold lace appeared with the 
arrival of Rear Admiral Barker, in full 
dress, accompanied by Capt. West.

-At 10:20 o’clock there thundered forth the 
first gun of a salute. Then came the sound 
of the Naval Militia band playing ‘‘ The 
Star-Spangled Banner,’: which -.was fajimost 
drowned in continuous cheering.” “A rtfoment 
later, and. the big German jlitary, band 
struck up “The President's March,” and 
President Roosevelt reached. the top of the 
steps and steppéd out onthe reviewing 
stand, while all the other: od0ppamts rose; 
Hats were doffed and cheers were given. 
Directly behind the President came Prince 
Henry,, clad in the uniform of an Admiral 
in the German Navy, and wearing a long 
overcoat. The cheering continued. Mrs. 
Roosevelt followed, with Miss Alice Roose- 
velt. ‘Then came the suites of the President 
and the Prince. 

iThe entire party advanced to the centre 
of the large platform facing the steps lead- 
ing up a few feet to the little platform 
where the actual: ceremony was to take 

lace. The President shook hands with 

ayor Low, as did. the Prince, and the 
latter was, then introduced to several ladies 
and gentlemen in the most informal way. 
The ,weather was raw and cutting, and 
the visitor, either from the effects of this 
or from the effects of recent loss of sleep, 
trembled a little at times.. He appeared 
slightly mervous, and when he held his 
hands behind him he fingered his white kid 
gloves and twirled his fingers. He bowed 
and smiled affably on all sides, however, 
and seemed altogether like a man who was 
nervously anxious to make a success of a 
function in which he had his whole heart. 
The President, on the other hand, was in 
fine spirits, and went abou in various di- 
rections shaking hands with all sorts of

She 
was radiant in bine velvet with a flaring 
skirt and a long blue corduroy coat, with 
flaring tails, slashed with white satin, and 
with a flaring sailor collar. Her waist was 
of white satin covered with lace appliqué. 
She wore a stock of white tulle, with a 
huge black bow at the back, while around 
her arm was a cap ribbon, on which was 
written in gold letters: “‘ Yacht Meteor.”’ 
Her hat was of the picture kind,. blagk vel- 
vet with ostrich plumes, and sHe Wore a 
handsome fur boa and carried a muff. 


MISS’ ROOSEVELT’S REHEARSAL. 


“ Oh, I want to see that bottle,’’ she cried 
as. soon as she caught sight of the wine bot- 
tle hanging by its silver chain, and Prince 
Henry at once offered her his right arsa 
and assigted her up the steps to the, small 
pi*tiorm. They examined the bottle to- 
getter, ard Wallace Downey of the shinv- 
building firm explained to her what she 
would have to do to send the vessel on her 
way with a name. Miss Roosevelt and the 
Prince went over her lesson together, talk- 
ing in German, while a great battery of 
cameras leveled at them kept up a constant 
crackle. A moment later the Prince nodded 
to Mr. Downey as a signal to make the final 
preparations for moving the vessel. ‘‘ No 
speech,” replied the Prince to an interroga- 
tion from the builder. The latter sent an 
order through a speaking tube and then 
began the din of many hammers driving 
in the releasing wedges. 

It was a breathless wait, and all the Ger- 
mbkn officials stood silently as if they felt 
the weight of the occasion. Meantime Po- 
li¢eman Craig of the platform guard ob- 
structed the view of Theodore Jorgenson, 
the imperial photographer, who had his 
camera leveled at Miss Roosevelt, The 
little German rushed over, and, bowing 
low, requested the policeman in German 
to stand to one side. The latter did not 
understand, bowed, but remained on the 
spot. President Roosevelt noticed it, and, 
learning what the photographer... santed, 
told Craig, and the latter moved aside 
During this time Miss Roosevelt took occa- 
sion to bow to some girl friends at the 
other end of the stand. 

In these few moments Gen. von Plessin of 
the Prince’s staff came forward and fairly 
shoved up on to thé ‘f4ise0 platform a 
gray-bearded little man in a brown over- 
coat and carrying an umbrella. Then there 
were on this stand of honor only Prince 
Henry, Miss Roosevelt, and A. Vary Sincth,

Three special trains pulled into the station 
within two hours, beginning at 6 o'clock. 
The first of these carried J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan and his private secretary. The second 
arrived at 6:30, bearing the Presidential 
party. It wis made up of the palace cars 
Raleigh, Alroy, Vermont, and Convoy. The 
Roosevelts occupied the last-named. At the 
station a dining car was attached and the 
party breakfasted. The Prince’s special 
train did not arrive until 8:03 o'clock, hav- 
ing been detained nearly an hour eighteen 
miles this side of Baltimore by the blowing 
out of a cylinder head. Another locomo- 
tive was substituted, and this one expe- 
rienced considerable trouble, by reason of 
the slippery rails, in rounding the sharp 
curve at Powelton Avenue, Philadelphia. 

The first of the officia] party to show 
himself was Adjt. Gen. H. C. Corbin. He 
was seeking his wife, who was awaiting 
him within the roped inclosure of the wait- 
ing room. He returned with her to the 
train, and a few minutes later the party 
began to disembark and marched through 
the waiting room to the Pennsylvania fer- 
ryboat Philadelphia, which was to convey 
the President, the Prince, and their fellow- 
travelers to Shooter Island.

GALA NIGHT AT THE OPER 


Scene of Dazzling Splendor 
Delights Prince Henry. 








Royal Visitor Monopolizes the Attention 
of an Audience Representative of 
the City’s Wealth and Fashion.

Prince Henry of Prussia occupied the 
centre of the stage last night at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House in one of the most 
spectacular performances in the operatic 
annals of this city. The occasion was de- 
seribed as @ ‘gala performance of grand 
opera (under the direction of Maurice 
Grau) in honor of the visit ’’ of the Prince, 
but the performance was of secondary con- 
sideration. People went to the Opera House 
to see the Prince, and the centre of the 
Stage last night was directly opposite to 
the point where it usually is. It was at 
the centre of the grand tier of boxes, where 
on ordinary nights people named Mister 
and cofitrolling millions of money, miles of 
railways, and yards of stock sit, and where 
last night sat the young scion of the house 


of Hohenzollern. 
The scene in the house when the Prince 


arrived was one of inspiring beauty. The 
first act of ‘‘ Lohengrin” had been per- 
formed, with the only three pure German 
singers in the company—Mmes. Gadski and 
Schumann-Heink and Mr. Dippel—in the 
cast, and yet the Prince had not arrived. 
A telephone message was received from 
the Metropolitan Club announcing that the 
guest of honor would leave that place at 
8 o'clock and reach the Opera House ten 
minutes later. Immediately this message 
was taken to Mr. Grau in His seat, and he 
disappeared from the auditorium. He went 
to the corridor and saw to the final touches 
of preparation for the Prince's arrival. 
The main foyer of the Opera House was 
kept clear of all persons from the time 
that the Prince was expected until he 
actually arrived. In the centre aisle, how- 
ever, a small crowd had gathered and the 
right-hand stairway—the Prince was to use 
the one to the left—was crowded with curi- 
ous men and women anxious to get a view 
of the visitor. And so anxious were they 
to gratify their desire to see the Prince 
at close quarters that they braved the 


risk of catching pneumionia, for the centre 
doors were wide open and a chilly breeze 
swept in from the streét. 

It was nearly twenty minutes after 9 
when the first carriage filled with mem- 
bers of the royal party arrived. The party, 
which included Senator Depew, was in such 
a jovial mood that their laughter could be 
heard the minute the door to their carriage 
was opened. “The Senator must have 
cracked a joke that is new to the visit- 
ors,’’ said some one, and then the crowd 
broke into applause as the Senator walked 
up to the-door. He was the only one to be 
thus recognized outside the Prince. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, Oscar §8..Straus, and Carl 
Schurz alsoecame in for their share of 
quiet attention. 


‘ AT LAST THE PRINCE. 


At last the sounds of a trumpet and the 
clatter of horses, mirfgled with the cheers 
of those who stood in the rain in the 
street, announced the Prince's arrival. He 
Was accompanied by Ambassador yon Hol- 
leben and Mayor Low. As he passed 
through the door the small crowd on the 


stairs and in the centre aisle applauded, 
and the Prince took off his hat and bowed 
smilingly—that is, if the nodding of his 
he can be called a bow. He was then 
escorted up the left stairway to the royal 
box. In the anteroom, which had been con- 
structed in front of the royal box, he di- 
vested himself of his coat and received the 
special programme and libretto which had 
been made for him. 

Meanwhile the first act of ‘“‘ Lohengrin” 
having ended, Mr. Damrosch, who conduct- 
ed it, gave way to Mr. Flon. He sat and 
waited, as did the entire audience. At 9:25 
a glitter of go]d was seen at the rear of one 
of the five centre boxes, and a murmur 
went around the house. But it was not the 
Prince—only one of hig suite. In a few 
moments the boxes of Honor began to fill 
up, the plain black and white of the Ameri- 
can evening dress of the committee show- 
ing dull against the gorgeous uniforms. 
Presently Senator Depew entered with a 
bound and a smile. fe advanced to the 
box rail and beamed upon the house, and 
the house responded with a general laugh, 
The Senator threw a current of good humor 
on, and every one was happy.

Mr. Fion 
raised his baton, and the orchestra broke 
into *“‘ Heil dir im Siegerkranz,”’ which is 
known to us as ‘“‘ America.” The Prince 
advanced to the front of the box and stood 
beside the large chair placed for him in 
the centre. The audience rose and the 
Prince bowed. Many people sang the an- 
them as the orchestra played. All backs 
were turned on the stage, and the repre- 
sentative of the German Emperor had an 
opportunity to see a New York opera audi- 
ence in its glory of satin and shimmer of 
jewels. 

When the anthem was ended the Prince 
stood a moment while the entire audience 
burst into a ringing cheer. Many of the 
women waved their handkerchiefs. Prince 
Henry bowed in acknowledgment of the 
applause, not like one of the artists on 
the minor stage at the opposite end of the 
house, but like a genfleman accepting the 
welcome of a host. He seated himself and 
the audience sank back into its chairs. 
Mr. Grau entered the box and was present- 
< to the Prince, who shook hands with 

im. 

Again Mr. Flon raised his baton and the 
second act of “Carmen” began. The cur- 
tain rose and showed ma Calvé in her 
familiar pose on the table with the tam- 
bourine. The Prince consulted his pro- 
gramme and also Dr. von Holleben, who 
sat on his right. Having satisfied himself 
as to the identity of the artists, he leaned 
back and appeared to listen to the music. 
Helso gazed at the elaborate decorations 
of the house and at the richly gowned 
women in the boxes. The dark hangings of 
green shaded the gowns too much, but no 
doubt the Prince was pleased. He saw regal 
robes and royal diadems. A Prince’s ran- 
som flashed upon him from the necks and 
heads of American queens. It was a lesson 
for him in that material prosperity of which 
he had heard in the alarms of the German 
press. 


DECORATIONS OF THE HOUSE. 


The decorations of the house were de- 
signed by Stanford White, the architect. 
Tinney were very simple but beautiful in the 


harmony of their colors. The color scheme 
wes entirely in green and white, relieved 
only here and there by the dark blushes of 
American Beauty roses and the glow of 
the red draperies of the royal box. The 
entire proscenium arch was decorated with 
streamers of Virginia creeper. These were’ 
intertwined with strings of electric lights 
in white and green. 

Over the proscenium arch towered two 
eagles, that of Germany and that of the 
United States, holding the coats of arms 
of the two countries, surrounded with the 
black, white, and red flag of Germany and 
the Stars and Stripes of the United States. 
The footlights, the prompter’s box, and the 
inclosure of the orchestra were hidden un- 
der a mass of grees. and on either side of 
the stage stood palms and great trees vf 
Azaleas. 

While the regular curtain was used to 
conceal the stage from view in the entre 
acts, this curtain in turn was concealed by 
another composed of alternate strings of 
green and white lights intertwined with 
arena wreaths. The balconies were all 

raped with the fresh green up to the very 
last tier. In the middle of each of the 
boxes was a centrepiece of azalias and 
daisies. From the middle of the dome 
stretched rlands of green intermingled 
with electric bulbs. 

The royal box itself was draped entirely 
in red, relieved by streamers of smilax. It 
was kept brilliantly lighted all through the 
performance and made a startling effect 
against the darkness of the remainder of 
the house. The box was surmounted by a 
white cupola, ending in a crown with white 
draperies on each side. either side of 
the cupola the German and American coats 
< arms showed resplendent in electric 

t. 

he space of the corridor of the parterre 
tier of xes, which was directly in front 
of the royal box, had been transformed 
into an ante-room by the use of old tapes- 

es. In this ante-room were some com- 
ortable armchairs in the style of. Louis 
XIV., and here the Prince rested during 


a 
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the intermissions, when he was not calling 
On some of those in the audience. A big 
bunch of American Beauty roses decorated 
this ante-room. 

he main entrance to the Opera House 
Was: gorgeous with American and German 
fl , and a profusion of palms. The chan- 
delier in the entrance was draped entirely 
in solid wreaths of American Beauty roses. 
The balustrade of the stairway was a mass 
of green and azaleas. Palms and other 
plants occupied every corner. 

The exterior decorations of the Opera 
House were as brilliant as possible. Sur- 
mounting the roof stood outlined by 1,500 
incandescent lights a design of the Em- 
peror’s new yacht. Directly beneath this 
was a representation of the German eagle. 
Double festoons of electric lights were 
pendent from this eagle to either side of 
the central structure of the house, where 
they surroundcd two American shields, also 
of electrie lights. On each corner of the 
Opera House facing Broadway were two 
imperial eagles, six feet high and each com- 
posed of 400 lights. Over 5,000 electric 
lights were used in these separate pieces 
and the festoons.

cent piece of work. It was the size of a 
large album, entirely of white satin, bound 
with real gold cord. On its cover it showed 
the tsual design of the eagles and flags, 
hand painted. Its back was of silk in the 
three colors of the German flag. The li- 
bretto for the Prince was similarly made, 
although smaller in size. 

The programmes for the rest of the audi- 
ence were pieces of white satin, with the 
portrait of the Prince at the top. Those 
who had only admission tickets got only 
an ordinary programme printed on glazed 
paper. Some of these “ stand-ups’’ took 
the programmes pinned to the last rows of 
the orchestra seats early in the evening, 
and quite an animated discussion resulted, 
but which was settled without interference 
by the police, 

The latter did their work well. There had 
been detailed a patrol of 150 men, under 
the command of Inspector J. J. Harley, as- 
sisted by Capt. Sheehan and half a dozen 
Sergeants. heir services were not re- 
quired except to keep the crowds back. 
Besides the regular number of firemen 
stationed back of the scenes, eight, under 
command of Assistant Foreman Fitzgerald 
of Hook and Ladder Company No. 4, were 
in front of the house. 


MME. SEMBRICH WOULDN'T SING. 


The performance was not carried through 
without a hitch. The only trouble of any 
kind was due to the refusal of Mme. Sem- 
brich to sing her part of Violetta in “‘ La 
Traviata,’’ because the Prince had left the 
house just before this act was to com- 
mence. Bhe management pleaded with her 
in vain. She declined, and Max Hirsch, the 


Treasurer of the company, appeared on the 
stage and announced that, owing to the 
lateness of the hour, Mme. Sembrich had 
declined to sing and that this part of the 
performance would be cut out. 

By an irony of fate, almost the only real 
German singers of the company who ap- 
peared in ‘‘ Lohengrin’’ were not heard by 
the Prince, who arrived after this act had 
been concluded. At the end of the second 
act of ‘‘Carmen,”’’ which was the first part 
of the performance heard by the Prince, 
the applause was very cordial. Everything 
moved smoothly, and Mme. Calvé sang and 
acted with her accustomed skill. She was 
evidently inspired by the brilliancy of the 
occasion, and gave her hearers a repetition 
of her old-time warmth. It may be said, 
too, that the capable artists engaged in the 
performance of the ‘“ Lohengrin’’ excerpt 
did not permit the delay of the Prince to 
prevent them from. giving their best. Mr. 
Dippel must be especially commended. He 
never sang better. 

But it was not a night when the artists 
were the centre of interest. It might have 
been, for no other opera house in the world 
could have furnished such a list of cele- 
brated names at once. Six of the leading 
sopranos of the day and four of the most 
eminent tenors, to say nothing of the other 
singers assembled to entertain one of the 
most distinguished and expressive audi- 
ences ever seen. If the principals had re- 
ceived their full salaries. it would have 
amounted to $12,000, but.it was whispered 
that they were aii singing at half rates 
in honor of the occasion. The receipts must 
have been close to $60,000, for every part 
of the house was packed and the standing 
room was all occupied. 

Hundreds of handsomely gowned women 
stood up, and dozens of them were glad to 
go out into the corridors and lie down from 
time to time. Eleven women grew faint 
in the course of the evening and were cared 
for by the ushers, who have been made ex- 
pert by long experience with crowded 
matinées. 

After the ‘‘ Carmen” act, the_Prince was 
escorted by Mayor Low to Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland's box, where he had an oppor- 
tunitv to gaze upon a radiant example of 
American beauty. The Prince had quite a 
chat with Mrs. Cleveland. “I have always 
wanted to meet Mr. Cleveland,” he_ said, 
‘“‘and I am sorry that I shall miss him.” 
Mrs. Cleveland replied that it had been im- 
possible for her husband to come, “ But,” 
she added. ‘“‘I hope that some chance may 
enable him to meet you while you are 
here.”” The Prince then called on Mrs. 
Low and later in the evening on Mrs. 
Cornélius Vanderbilt and Mrs. Levi P. 
Morton. 

The Prince during the performance 
seemed much interested, applauding fre- 


quently. On his left sat Mayor Low and on 
his right Dr, von Holleben, the German 
Ambassador. The others in the box in- 


cluded all the members of his suite and 
several of the committee. The latter, how- 
ever, remained only part of the time pre- 
ferring to sit with their families in other 
parts of the house. 

The Prince conferred an_ unsought-for 
honor on Carl Schurz by asking him to sit 
by his side during one of the acts, Mayor 
Low in the meantime: sitting in another 

rt of the box. 

When the Prince left his box after the 
third act to pay a call there were a lot of 
people standing in the corridor. The Prince, 
in pushing his way through, glanced at the 
faces, and, suddenly stopping. grasped one 
of the men by the hand, shaking it warmly 
and saying: ‘‘ Why, Mr. ——, [mentioning 
his name.] this is a surprise. s am really 
glad to have seen you again.’” The man 
thanked him and the Prince passed on. 
The man refused to give his name, but said 
he. had come over on the liner with the 
Prince. Asked if he had plaved cards with 
the Prince. he declared that it was not true 
that the Prince had played cards with any 
one. The Prince. as he passed through the 
crowds, appeared pleased, but he looked 
very tired. 

After the second act of ‘“ Tannhiiuser”’ 
had been sung, the Prince left. with h 
suite. passing out of the Thirty-nint 
Street entrance. The orchestra played 
“The Star-Spangled Banner.’’ the people 
applauded and cheered, and the great gala 
performance was practically over, For 
with the disappearance of the star the au- 
dience began to thin out. It was 12:20 when 
the Prince left. and ten minutes later the 
house was emptying fast. When the act 
from ‘‘Le Cid" went on, the house was 


almost empty. 


AMONG THE AUDIENCE. 


There has seldom been seen at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, in its entire history, 
a more brilliant or more representative au- 
dience than that which assembled for the 
gala performance in honor of Prince Henry 
last evening. The reserving of several of 
the parterre boxes for the Prince and his 
suite and the taking of boxes im the tier 
above by fhose who surrendered them, 
scattered over the entire house, the fash- 
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place, during the ordinary performances of 
the season. Thus not only the parterre it- 


self, but the stails and the circles above 
were filled with beautifully dressed wo- 
men. There was quite a sprinkling of uni- 
forms which also gave a picturesque effect 
to the scene and a note of color. 

There were only a few changes in the 
other parterré boxes not reserved for Prince 
Henry. In Box 1 were Mr. and Mrs. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt and Mr. and Mrs. Mack- 
ay, with Alfonso De Navarro, Mrs. Van- 
derbilt was in light pink, with a profusion 
of jewels and a diamond coronet.

Repast Preceded by a Reception at 
Which the Other Guests Were Pre- 
sented—Elaborate Decorations. 





Prince Henry was the guest of honor at 
a dinner given By Mayor Low at the Met- 
ropolitan Club last evening. The clubhouse 
was elaborately decorated. Eight thousand 
American Beauty roses were used in thé 
table display alone, and there were many 
other features which made the banquet one 
of the most notable ever given in this city: 

Mayor Low had arranged for each guest 
of honor in the Prince's suite to have a 
personal escort. The hour set for the ban- 
quet was 6:30 o'clock, and promptly on the 
minute Capt. De Bevolse of Troop C of 
Brooklyn, which was acting as escort to 
Prince Henry, halted his command in front 
of the clubhouse. Mayor Low received the 
Prince and escorted him to a private retir- 


ing room. 
After the usual dress preparations Mayor 


Low and Prince Henry took their stand in 
the foyer of the club near the entrance to 
the dining room. All the other guests were 
introduced personally to Prince Henry, who 
recognized many of the names when an- 
nounced and talked to many presented 
about their interests and industries. Prince 
Henry threw aside all the formalities of 
royalty and walked about the clubhouse 
chatting a few seconds in an off-hand man- 
ner to many guests. He was surprised at 
the elaborateness of the clubhouse and 
asked to be shown through. This inspec- 
tion occupied about ten minutes. The din- 
ers then filed into the banquet hall in pairs, 
as arranged by Mayor Low. 

There was no attempt at special decora- 
tion of the hall, except a profusion of 
plants and palms, and on the walls the 
American and German flags were tastefully 
draped. The table decorations were mag- 
nificent. Silver and cut glass were massed 
in front of ‘each plate, and at each chair 
was a card bearing the name of the guest 


in gold script. The outside of the souvenir 
menus showed the American and German’ 
flags crossed, and the German Imperial 
Crown was raised in gilded lines. The Ger- 
man flag was done in colors, and there 
Was an engraving of the Capitol at Wash- 
ington, the Stars and Stripes, and the 
New York City Hall. 

While waiting for the banquet to begin 
Prince Henry showed an interest in his 
cavalry escort. He said to Rear Admiral 
Evans: 

“It’s a shame to keep those men and 
horses standing out there in the rain. 
Don’t you think they might dismiss them 
and be satisfied with the police escort. to 
the opera house?’ 

Admiral Evans sent this message ‘to 
Inspector Thompson to be delivered to 
Capt. De Bevoise, but the latter declined 
to believe that the order was genuine and 
held his men until after the dinner was 
over. The dinner was served at a crescent- 
shaped table. Mayor Low sat with Prince 
Henry to his right and the German Am- 
bassador to his left.

FIFTH AVENUE'’S DISPLAY. 


Fifth Avenue, from Washington Square 
| to Thirty-fourth Street, was the most 
gayly decorated section of the line of march,

Just before the start was 
made Admiral Evans sent word to Capt.

the club could be made faster without the 
troop. 

The Captain paid no attention to 
| message. He formed his men at the head

escort the party across Thirty-fourth Street 
and up Fifth Avenue to Sixtieth Street, ac- 
cording to programme. The clubhouse was 
reached at 6:50 o'clock. There were ten 
carriages, but four of them were filled with 
detectives, while more officers rode on the 
boxes.

of the Opera House being kept clear by 
order of Inspector Harley. No exceptions 
were made to the rule requiring evening 
dress, and money was refunded to those 
who appeared in any other attire. A 
speculator sold a place in the family circle 
to one man in a sack coat for $8 and re- 
turned the money when the purchaser was 
| net permitted to enter. 

The Janitor of the Opera House. even, 
wore evening dress and silk hat when. as 
soon as word was received that the Prince 
had left the club, he appeared before the 
entrance and spread from the door to the 
curb a gorgeous red carpet. Miss Alice 
Roosevelt, accompanied by the daughter of 
Secretary Root and another lady, arrived 
and passed into the southern entrance un- 
recognized. J. P. Morgan arrived in a car- 
riage with Ambassador von Holleben. The 
Prince arrived at 9:35.

Emperor William, who, with the Empress, 
drove by the newspaper office this after- 
noon, noticed the portraits and saluted a 


small American flag above therh. Upon per- 
ceiving this the assembled crowd applauded. 

The Germans are slowly working up to 
animation over the reception of Prince 
Henry in the United States, and are glow- 
ing with good feeling toward America. 
Newspapers which never before received 
special cablegrams from the United States 
are now publishing such messages. One 
editor remarked that the entire German 
press would be without dividends this year, 
and expressed the hope that nothing else 
of equal interest would happen on the other 
side of the Atlantic for five vears to come. 

All the correspondents in the United 
States of German newspapers agree upon 
the warmth of the welcome to Prince Hen- 
ry by President Roosevelt. the American 
officials, the crowds, and the newspapers. 

As an instance of this, The Post prints 
the following cablegram from Washington: 

“All the preparations for the reception 
of the Prince were under the personal su- 
pervision of President Roosevelt. He want- 
ed to give Prince Henry a cordial, but not 
pompous, welcome, and has_ thoroughly 
suceeeded in doing so.

MARYLAND INVITES PRINCE. 


Legislature Takes Action, After Long 
Delay, Toward Visitor's 
Entertainment,

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Feb. 25.—Although it 
has been known for two weeks that Prince 
Henry would visit the United States Naval 
Academy next Friday, no action yet has 
been taken by the Legislature or State au- 
thorities toward inviting him to visit the 
historic State Capitol, in which George 
Washington resigned his commission in the 
American Army. The attention of the au- 
thorities having been called to the matter 


at a conference of members of the Legis- 
lature to-night, it was decided, although 
rather late, to offer a joint resolution to 
morrow to invite the Prince to pay the old 
State House a visit. 

The city authorities also have ignored 
the royal visitor. Mayor Dubois pleaded 
lack of police facilities. The complaint of 
the lack of police facilities is considered to 
be a subterfuge. There are two companies 
of militia in Annapolis, and in addition 
Superintendent Wainwright gladly would 
lend enough of the marine guard to protect 
the Prince and make hts stay comfortable.

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BLONDIN CAUGH 


Man Charged with Wife Murder 
Falls Into a Trap. 


After Eluding the Police of the Whole 
Country He Boldly Ventures Into 
Headquarters Here to get a 
Certificate. 


Joseph Wilfred Biondin, otherwise, Joseph 
Morrau and Joseph Barnard, the French- 
Canadian, who last June, when his wife's 
dismembered body was found near Chelms- 
ford, not far from Boston, Mass., fled and 
has been looked for by the police of the 
United States and Canada, was arrested 
yesterday morning in the main corridor of 
Police Headquarters. He at first insisted 
that he was Barnard, but in the afternoon 
admitted that he was Blondin, and claimed 
that he had nothing to do with his wife's 
death. He was held at the Centre Street 
Court to await requisition: papers from 
Massachusetts. 

It had not been made clear last night 
how Blondin evaded arrest during nearly 
nine months, in spite of physical character- 
istics which were conspicuous, his legs 
being bowed so that they appeared to be 
deformed. The police hint strongly that 
he was sheltered for a time, and aided all 
the time, by people in this city. 

Blondin’s arrest came of his endeavor to 
obtain a certificate that he was competent 
to take care of a stationary engine and be- 
trayal by a man who knew who he was. 
He was a fireman and oiler, and two 
months ago, through an employment 
agency, he was, as Joseph Barnard, hired 
as fireman by Charles E. Howland, pro- 
prietor of the Hotel Brunswick, at Highty- 
ninth Street and Madison Avenue. He was 
industrious and pleased in every way. Al- 
though in the street he wore a long coat 
which concealed his extraordinary legs, in 
the hotel he wore a short jumper, and 
laughed when twitted about them. He 
came to be called ‘“‘ Bandy Joe.” 

He had when he was hired several let- 
ters of recommendation which appeared to 
be genuine, and he said that he was last 
employed at a sawmill at White Plains, N. 
2. He had affiliated himself with the 
Hoisting Enginéers’ Association, and 
peared to have several close acquaintances 
who were Frenchmen, several of them 


janitors in public school buildings in Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn. He told those he 
worked with at the hotel that he was keep- 
ing company with a girl who called fre- 
quently. 

Other acquaintances of Blondin were 
Adolph Dumoulin, Who has an employment 
agency at 508 Sixth Avenue, and as a no- 
tary public figures in the French colony, 
and Paul A. Ajas, President of the Franco- 
American Political Union. 

Proprietor Howland had come to think so 


well of ‘‘ Barnard’’ that when, a couple of |} 


weeks ago, he asked to be promoted to the 
position of engineer of the hotel, he told 
him to go ahead and pass the examination 
required by the laws of the State, and that 
he would receive the position. 

To pass the examination the fugitive from 
justice had to present himself at the Bu- 
reau of the Boiler Squad and Sanitary Com- 
pany at Police Headquarters, which is un- 
der the command of Sergt. Francis Man- 
gin, Jr. When Blondin fled from Boston 
circulars telling that he was a fireman were 
sent to the Detective Bureau, and Capt. 
Titus sent one of them to the Boiler Squad 
with special. instructions to look after Blon- 
din, who under the law passed last year 
could not be legally emploved as a fireman 
without getting a certificate. The circular 
was posted among others on a wall of the 
bureau. 

Dumoulin and Ajas were active in the 
preliminaries necessary to the examination. 
When Blondin appeared last Thursday to 
be examined he filed an application certi- 
fied by Dumofilin as a notary and the in- 
dorsers of the application who vouched for 
“ Barnard’’ as having known him as a 
competent fireman and oiler for five years 
were Ajas, janitor of Public School No. 123, 
Brooklyn; John E. Rooke, janitor of Public 
School No. 126, Brooklyn; George Alexan- 
der, janitor of Public School No. 165, New 
York, and Frank Polston of 2,666 Eighth 
Avenue, New York, janitor of another 
Brooklyn school. 

*“* Barnard " swore falsely that he had been 
employed for a year and four months as a 
fireman at Public School No. 165, at the 
Mansfield House, Fulton and ‘“ Egan” 
Streets, Brooklyn, for two years and three 
months, and for one year at the ‘ Depart- 
ment of Education, 127 Irvin Street, Brook- 
lyn.’ In a subsequent examination *' Bar- 
nard’’ swore that he had done fireman's 
duty at the ‘Astoria Hotel” while in 
covrse of construction and at Myer & 
Jaunesson's, 819 Broadway. These data 
were not investigated, or their character 
would have been detected. The officers 
of the bureau pinned their faith on the 
notorial seal and the indorsers of the ap- 
plication. 

* Barnard ’’ was rejected as unfit to be 
an engineer, he having been reported as 
lacking in mechanical skill to set a side 
valve and poor in construction of pumps 
and engines. He was told that he »~would 
have to pass an examination for fireman, 
and he prepared papers for it and went 
away. While he was in the office he looked 
at the circulars on the walls, and no doubt 
saw the one referring to him as Blondin, 
with a good half-tone portrait of himself 
on it. He was to return some day this 
week. 

On Monday “tip "' came to the Boiler 
Sauad Bureau that *‘ Barnard” was Blon- 
din. The source of it was not divulged by 
the police, It resulted in much haste to 
discover if *‘ Barnard ”’ was still at the Ho- 
tei Brunswick, and unsuspicious, and in tre 
sending of several dispatches to the Boston 
police by Capt, Titus. ‘“ Barnard” was 
found busv at the hotel, and he was lulled 
into a belief of security by a request to 
call at the Boiler Squad Bureau at 11 A, M. 
yesterday to get his fireman's certificate. 

From Boston came the announcement 
that Charles B. Patterson, who knew Blon- 
din in that city and who since the discoy- 
ery of his wife's body had been retained 
by the police there as a special detective, 
had started for New York with Inspector 
Chapman. 

Roundsman John J, Lussier was in charge 
of the boiler squad yesterday, and he ar- 
ranged with Capt. Titus a plan for the plac- 
ing of Blondin where he could be captured 
easily if identified. He was to receive hirn 
at the bureau, hoodwink him in regard to 
the certificate, and accompany him down 
stairs and go west to a window in the main 
corridor near the door of Capt. Titus’s pri- 
vate office. Detective Sergeants Oppen- 
heim and McCauley were to be convenient- 
ly near, and as Patterson sauntered past 
Detective Sergeants Hughes and Coyle 
were to be strolling east. Patterson was to 
say “ Yes" in a loud voice if he identified 
Blondin. 

The scheme was successful. As Patter- 
son came up to Lussier and the fireman he 
shouted ‘‘ Yes!’ and in three seconds Blon- 
din was in the grasp of six able-bodied 
men, who bore him down despite his strug- 
gles. handcuffed him, and thrust him into 
Capt. Titus's room. 

Blondin was gasping. but as soon as he 
could talk he was indignant and denied 
his identity. He said he was Joseph Bar- 
nard, twenty-eight years old. born in 
France, a fireman at the Hotel Brunswick 
and that he was naturalized in the United 
States District Court Jan. 17 last. Patter- 
son said that he could not err in identify- 
ing the man as Blondin, and the prisoner 
was put under, guard in one of the “ Al- 
dermen’s"’ cells. 

In two hours he sent for a Detective Ser- 
geant and recanted, and his statement was 
taken down by a stenographer. He admit- 
ted that he was Blondin, but said that he 
last saw his wife at a railroad station at 
Boston. She disappeared while he was pur- 
chasing a ticket for her, and he had no 
news of her until her body was found. He 
kept out of the way because he knew he 
would be suspected of killing her. He 
came to New York and lived in Brooklyn 
White Plains, and Mount Vernon, and had 
worked several voyages as a coal passer on 
a North German Lloyd steamship. 

Blondin is said to have a wife and chil- 
dren in Montreal and to have won fame as 
a bicyclist in Canada. In the Winter of 
1900-1901 he had a job as a stoker in Boston 
and courted Margaret Emma Reilly, a mill 
girl of Chelmsford. They were married 
Feb. 18, 1901, in Boston, and-lived at 438 
Greene Street there. They had frequent 
quarrels because of the husband's jealousy 
and the wife told acquaintances that she 
would go back to mill work rather than 
live as she did. 

Mrs. Blondin was last seen alive April 
27. In June her headless body was dis- 
covered in woods near Chelmsford. Two 
days later the head was found in a brook 
near by. The Boston police claim that 
Blondin killed his wife by strangling her 
and took her body away in a trunk. 

The notary, Dumoulin, was not found last 
night. His wife, who keeps a store at lil 
West Twenty-sixth Street, said that he had 
deserted her and that she did not Know his 
address. Janitor Alexander $f Public 
School No. 165, in West One Hundred and 
Ninth Street, was exasperated when he 
learned that his name was on 
nard's "’ application for examination. He de- 
clared that he had been grossly deceived in 
the matter, as he could not certify that he 
had known him ‘five vears, as he had only 

known him eight months, and this acquaint. 
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ance was through their being members of 
the Hoisting Engineers’ Association. Mr. 
yilexander declared that he had positively 
efused to sign an affidavit in regard to 
‘‘ Barnard.” He produced a letter from 
Paul Ajas which said, referring to ‘

LONG CHASE FOR BLONDIN. 


BOSTON, Feb. 25.—The arrest of Blondin, 
the suspected wife murderer, ends one of 
the most persistent searches ever made by 
police authorities, especially those of New 
York and this city. The man has been a 
fugitive since last June, when ‘the body 
of his wife was found. 

When the police went to Blondin’s place 
of business they found that he had left 
the night before, and then the chase began, 
and clue after clue was run out in vain. 

| Suspects were arrested in various parts of 
the country and Canada, but none previous- 
ly proved to be the one wanted. The identi- 
fication by a Boston officer in New York 
to-day is considered conclusive. 

State Officer Sidney F. Letteney left 
this city for New York this afternoon to 
appear against Blondin. He will ask for a 
continuance to give time for- requisition 
proceedings. At the present time there 
is only a lower court complaint against 
Blondin, but affidavits will be made by 
Boston police officers to Gov. Crane, and 
it is expected that the necessary 
will be issued at once.

After sending the alarm Fagin hurried 
back and found five persons, three women 
and two men, standing on a fire scape, but 
unable to descend because they had no 
ladder that would reach to the street. 
Fagin secured a ladder and assisted the 

| frightened persons to the street. They had 
| been at work in the building when the 
| blaze broke out. 

Chief Croker appeared on the scene at the 
second alarm and directed that a third be 
sent in. In responding to this last the wa- 
ter tower from the East Thirteenth Street 
station was stuck in the snow and had to 
be extricated by a hundred men pulling on 
a rope. 

In the meantime, the fire had leaped 
across the street, and was menacing the 
seven-story tenement at 289, 201, and 2038 
Elizabeth Street; but, although it attacked 
the top story, it was soon extinguished. 
The four-story building at 290 Elizabeth 
Street, adjoining the factory building, in 
which the fire started, caught fire next. 
This is a tenement building-in which many 
families live. It was reported that there 
Were several children on the third floor, 
and Policeman Christopher O’Brien and 
Roundsman Cavanagh of the Mulberry 
Street Station went into the burning house, 
and rescued the five little ones who had 
been left behind. 

Under orders of Chief Croker the firemen 
and police cleared 285 and 287 Elizabeth 
Street of their occupants and also the 
houses at 292, 294, and 296 Bowery. The 
Chief also thought it best to get the tenants 
out of 74, 76, 78, and 80 East Houston Street 
and his orders were obeyed without trouble. 
While the fire was at its height one of 
the walls of the building at 286 Elizabeth 
Street fell over with a crash on the roof 
of a one-story grocery store at 284 Eliza- 
beth Street. The north wall" toppled over 
on to the roof of the building at 2%) Bliza- 
beth Street, and this made the fire diffi- 
eult of approach. Part of the front wall 
of the two buildings in which the fire 
started also fell. 

Joseph Spalla of 283 Elizabeth Street, 
was struck by a falling brick, was 
only person injured. 

Joseph Grumet, a manufacturer of over- 
coats, who has an establishment on the top 
floor of 288 Elizabeth Street, told a story 
after the fire that made the firemm be- 
lieve that at least two lives were tost in 
the blaze.

They 
smelled smoke and opened the door leading 
to the hall, to be almost overwhelmed with 
smoke that came up from below. 

Grumet says that he seized Miss Gold- 
berg by the grm and dragged her down 
stairs, but that the two tailors who fol- 
lowed him down as far as the third floor, 
turned back toward the rear of the build- 
ing and went that way. There are no 
fire escapes or stairs at the rear. Grumet 
said that he had not seen his employes 
after the fire. 

Mr. Fagin, the man who sent in the 
alarm, also told the firemen that when he 
got back from sending in an alarm he saw 
two or three persons standing on the fire- 
escape on the fifth floor. 

If there are any dead in the ruins it will 
take some time to find the bodies, as the 
building is completely dismantled. The 
roofs and upper floors of the adjoining 
buildings are also badly damaged. 

Fire Commissioner Sturgis and Deputy 
Police Commissioner Thurston arrived 
when the fire was at its height and assisted 
in directing operations.

Buggested that it Was Inspired by ex- 
“Gov. Hill—Opinions of the Repub- 
lican Leaders at Albany.

ALBANY, Feb. 25.—There has been a 
great deal of talk among the politicians 
here to-day about the action of Assembly- 
man McKeown, the: leading Democrat of 
the Kings County delegation, in objecting to 
the consideration of the resolution intro- 
duced by George M. Palmer, the Demo- 
cratic leader in the Assembly, calling for 
an investigation by the Ways and Means 
Committee to determine whether there 
could not be a further reduction of the cost 
of the State-Government by abolishing and 
consolidating commissions. 

Republicans were inclined to the opinion 
that Mr. McKeown’s action indicated a se- 
rious difference in the Democratic ranks. 
Mr. McKeown has seen longer service in 
the Assembly than any other Democratic 
member, and was a prominent candidate 
for the minority leadership, which is said 
to have been settled infavor of Mr. Palmer 
by the influence of David B. Hill. The reso- 
Jutions introduced by Mr. Palmer for cam- 
paign material and Helieved to have been 
inspired by ex-Senator Hill, have not all 
had the approval of the members of the 
minority, and it was the knowledge of this 
fact which led to Mr. McKeown's action 
last night being interpreted as a protest 
against the policy which Mr. Palmer and 
Senator Hill were;mapping out. 

Mr. McKeown disclaims any intention of 
interfering with ,Mr. Palmer's leadership. 
In explanation of his action in objecting to 
the resolution introduced by Mr. Palmer 
last night he said to-day that he objected 
simply becauseyhe thought that several of 
the Democratic members who would like to 
spéak on the resolution were unprepared. 
This is taken ‘by Mr. Palmer’s friends as 
a@ reflection fipon him, being a virtual 
charge, they say, that Mr. Palmer was not 
equal to the task of making a sufficiently 
good defense of his own resolution. 

The Republicans were not taken by sur- 
prise in the introduction of the Palmer 


resolution. .They had learned that it was 
to be introduced and were prepared to de- 
bate it. Im fact, they were much disap-

| WENEMENT HOUSE LAWS. 


A Joint Hearing Set for Bills Drawn to 





/¢ Change Regulations for Building.

' ALBANY, N,. Y., Feb, 25.—There -will-be 
a joint hearing on all the tenement house 
bills now pending before the General As- 
sembly in the Senate Chamber next Thurs- 
day afternoon at 2 o’clock. Ever since the 
Tenement House Commission bill was 
passed by the Legislature last year the 
Tenement House Commission has been look- 
ing for defects in it, with a view to having 
them remedied at the present session, 

All plans in the Building Department of 
New York h&ve been examined carefully 
and Commissioner De Forest has been in 
frequent consultation with the opposing in- 
terest. -A bill has been introduced by 
Senator Stranahan embodying all the 
changes which the Tenement House Com- 
mission thinks ought to be made. This 
bill practically meets all objections made 
to the existing law which the Tenement 
House Commission considers to be valid. 

- The only opposition to the Stranahan bill 
comes from Brooklyn. The Brooklyn build- 
ers want to go back to the old style of air- 
shaft, which will enable them to construct 
a two-family tenement on a 25-foot lot, 


The Tenement House Commission will not 
yield this point, first, because the Health 
Board gave it as its opinion that 8,000 
deaths from tuberculosis in New-York the 
year before last were due to tenements con- 
structed on this plan; second, because the 
Fire Department objects, and third, because 
the halls of tenements constructed on this 
vlan have neither light nor ventilation. The 

rooklyn builders also want the privilege 
of building three-story wooden tenements 
containing apartments for six families. The 
State law, from 1885 to 1897, prohibited the 
construction of this style of tenement. In 
1899 the Democratic administration in New 
York City allowed tenements of this char- 
acter to be built. The tenement house law 
assed at the last session re-enacted the 
aw on this subject, which had been in 
force for twelve years up to 1897. 


MORTGAGE TAX BILL REVIVED.

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SENATE FOR RIVER TUNNEL. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Bill Passed—Mr. 
Grady’s Pea for Annual Compen- 
sation of $50,000 for the Fran- 

chis@ Voted Down. , 

ALBANY, Feb. 25.—While the Senate was 
acting as a Committee of the Whole this, 
morning, the Stranahan bill, permitting 
the City of New York to grant a franchise 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad to tunnel 
the Hudson River from New Jersey and to 
maintain terminals on Manhattan and Long 
island, was moved. 

Senator Grady attacked the bill and de- 
clared it to be an unwise measure and un- 
fair to the citizens of New York, as it dis- 
posed of a most valuable franchise in per- 
petuity without a proper return. The biil 
conceded to the corporation in question a 
privilege not enjoyed by other corporations. 
Senator Grady also declared that the bill 
did not specify what was ‘‘a reasonable 
annual consideration ’’ which the company 
was to pay to New York City for his 
perpetua! franchise. Various persons would 
have various ideas about what a reasonable 
annual compensation might be, and it would 
be well to state what the minimum of the 
compensation shall be. He urged that the 
bill be amended to provide for a minimum 
compensation for the franchise to be grant- 
ed by the City of New York. 

Senator Strandhan, in reply, said that 
Corporation Counsel Rives and Mayor Low 
of New York were in favor of the measure, 
and believed the bill’s provisions were fair 
to the city. The railroad, he said, should 
not have its business hampered by limita- 
tion of its franchises. The line was a trans- 
continental one, and contemplated the ex- 
penditure of $50,000,000, and when so much 
money was involved, could not acecpt a 
short-term franchise. He believed the mat- 


ter of compensation could be left properly 
and safely with the municipal authorities. 

Senator Wagner also argued against the 
bill on behalf of the citizens of Brooklyn, 
whose interests, Senator Wagner said, 
wa not protected by the provisions of the 

Senator Grady responded to Senator 
Stranahan and declared the Pennsylvania 
Railroad was dictating terms to the City 
of New York. It would be better, he urged, 
for the city to build the tunnels and to re- 
tain control of them. The franchise should 
await the convenience of the city, for there 
was no overwhelming, immediate necessity 
for the tunnels. The corporation exerted 
an influence over the city officers, he as- 
serted, and the city’s interests were not 
safe unless a minimum penalty should be 
provided in the bill. Senator Grady said 
he opposed the bill in its entirety, because 
it violated the idea of municipal control of 
franchises, but he certainly would be 
against it i* for no other reason than that it 
did not prescribe a minimum sum for an 
annual compensation. He offered an amend- 
ment that the annual compensation in no 
event should be less than $50,000. 

A vote was taken and the amendment was 
lost. The bill then was advanced to third 
reading. When ‘the Senate received the re- 
port of the Committee of the Whole, Sen- 
ator Grady again urged his amendment. 
The amendment was lost by a vote of 27 to 
17. The report of the committee was then 
adopted. 


TURF LAW TEST QUASHED. 


Constitutionality Not Considered 
Decision Freeing “ The” Allen— 
Order by Court of Appeals.

ALBANY, Feb. 25.—The Court of Ap- 
peals to-day ordered that “‘ The” Allen, 
Charles Bennett, William Lewis, Arthur 


Moore, William Campbell, and Robert Al- 
len, who were arrested on April 9, 1901, on 
the charge of conducting a poolroom at 80 
Sixth Avenue, New York City, be dis- 
charged. The court, in this decision, re- 
verses a decision of the Appellate Division 
of the First Department in affirming a 
decision of the Special Term dismissing a 
writ of habeas corpus obtained by the re- 
lators. The decision was rendered by the 
court by a divided vote. The constitution- 
ality of the Anti-Poolroom act was not con- 
sidered, 

The prevailing opinion was written by 
Justice O’Brien, who says in part: ‘‘ The 
learned counsel for the relators has, in a 
very elaborate argument, attacked the con- 
stitutional validity of that section of the 
Penal Code referred to in the warrant, and 
also has presented his views with respect 
to its legal construction. It is quite useless 
to enter upon a discussion with respect 
either to the constitutional validity or the 
legal construction of this statute until we 
know what particular act has been com: 
mitted which is claimed to constitute a vio- 
lation, A discussion of such questions upon 
the present record would, we think, be a 
departure from the real issue or question 
presented, and therefore not proper. 

“The record before us, properly speak- 
ing, presents but one question, and that is 
with respect to the authority of the de- 
fendant to detain the relators in custody. 
That question clearly was raised by the 
demurrer to the return and that question 
alone, so far as we can perceive, from the 
record, was the only one involved or neces- 
sarily to determined. We think that the 
warrant of commitment upon its face is so 
defective that it cannot be held to justify 
the detention or imprisonment of the relat- 
ors. 

“The demurrer to the return therefore 
was well taken, and should, we think, have 
been sustained. The commitment of a 


Magistrate, authorized to issue warrants 
and conduct examinations concerning the 
commission of crimes and to commit the 
accused for trial, must state upon its face 
the nature of the crime charged with rea- 
scnable certainty. In this case the commit- 
ment fails to disclose the act or omissicn 
forbidden by law with which the relators 
were charged, or any crime by name which 
necessarily or in law would include an un- 
lawful act and therefore it conferred no 
authority upon the defendant to detain 
them in custody. It is manifest that ro 
crime or criminal offense can be stated 
or described by a mere reference to the 
section, which indicates nothing except the 
place where the law is to be found. It tol- 
lows that the order and judgment appealed 
from should be reversed and the relators 
discharged.”’ 

The dissenting opinion was written by 
Justice Gray, who says, in part: “I must 
dissent from a determination on this ap- 
peal, which appears to be very technical 
and to rest upon a ground not taken in 
brief or upon argument. Furthermore, 
while it is true that the relators demurred 
to the return to the writ, they certainly 
had no such point in their minds as Judge 
O'Brien's opinion raises. Again, in my opin- 
ion,who the Justice of the Special Sessions, 
in issuing his warrant of commitment, 
specified that it was ‘upon a charge of 
violation of Section 351 of the Penal Code,’ 
he does state, sufficiently for the pro- 
tection of the officer executing it, the cf- 
fense, or crime, for which the prfsoner is 
held to answer at the General Sessions.”’ 

Benjamin Steinhardt, who, for the firm 
of Howe & Hummel, represented ‘‘ The” 
Allen in the first legal steps taken in the 
case, when questioned yesterday about the 
case, said that he had not been informed 
sufficiently concerning the decision to dis- 
cuss it. 

The points raised in defense of “ The” 
Allen and his associates, he said, were 
three in number. These were, first, that 
under. the Revised Statutes the men were 
liable only to be sued in civil action for thé 
recovery cf money lost in bets; second, 
that Section 351 of the Penal Code is in 
conflict with the Fourteenth Amendment 
of the Constitution and Section 1,977 of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States, 
in that it establishes two different punisia- 
ments for one offense, and third, that the 
evidence offered in the case was insuffi- 
cient. Mr. Steinhardt made no mention of 
the ground upon which the decision of the 
court was reached. 

“The’’ Allen and five of his employes 
were arrested on April 9 last at 80 Sixth 
Avenue on the charge of conducting a pool- 
room. The case first attracted attention 
when Allen and his associates offered a 
defense which brought into question the 
constitutionality of the law under which 
racing is ccnducted in New York, the pris- 
oners, it was alleged, having been suppiied 
with money to carry a test case to the 
highest courts by a fund collected among 
the poolroom keepers of New York City. 
The threatened attack on the racing iaw 
attracted general attention, but the ex- 
pected test of the constiutional validity of 
the law now will not take place, as ‘he 
case has been deciged on an entirely differ- 
ent ground. 











EXCISE QUESTION TANGLES 


Complications Brought Out at As- 
sembly Committee Hearing. 








COL. GRUBER MADE ARGUMENT 


Opposed Bennet Local Option Bill for 
New York by Showing.How It 
Would Work.

_ ALBANY, Feb. 25.—Col.Abraham Gruber 
appeared before the Assembly Excise Com- 
mittee to-day in opposition to the excise 
bill introduced by Assemblyman Bennet, 


the Representative of the Twenty-first 
Assembly District, of which Col. Gruber 
is the Republican leader. Mr. Bennet's 


bill provides for local option by election 
districts, and also for the repeal of the 
provision of the Raines law which gives to 
hotels the right to dispense liquor on Sun- 
day. 

Col. Gruber said that if it came to a 
question of extending the liquor traffic or 
minimizing it, he would take his stand 
with those who were in favor of reducing 
the traffic. “But this bill,’ said Col. 
Gruber, “is against all reason, and is full 
of injustice. In our city we have in many 
blocks two election districts. One of these 
districts might vote no license and the 


other vote in favor of license. The owner 
of property on one corner would have the 
right to rent his property for saloon pur- 
poses, while the owner of property on the 
opposite corner would not have that right. 
The real estate owner has a right to be 
protected from any such unfair discrimina- 
tion as that. 

“The provision of the bill which places 
hotels in the same classification with 
saloons as far as the selling of liquor is 
concerned commends itself to me. I be- 
lieve that if a bill were passed’ by this 
Legislature to prevent the sale of liquor 
anywhere on Sunday, it would meet with 
the. approval of eighty per cent. of the 
liquor dealers. They would be glad to have 
a day of rest, as other people have. But 
when you allow the hotels to dispense 
liquor on Sunday and there exists, in con- 
sequence, a tendency not to enforce the 
law against the saloon keepers for political 
reasons, you are bound to have the saloons 
open on Sunday, and to open the way for 
blackmail. As long as officials may or 
may not enforce the law and have a show 
of public sentiment behind them, there will 
be blackmail, and it doesn’t matter 
whether Tammany or the reform adminis- 
tration is in power.”’ 

Col. Gruber related an instance of police 
blackmail in connection with the excise law 
which came to his knowledge a few days 
ago. He did not give names. Asked by 
Chairman Phipps whether he approved of 
the Reform Club bill, introduced by Mr. 
Newcomb, for local option by boroughs, 
Col. Gruber said: ‘If Manhattan should 
go dry and Brooklyn should go wet, there 
isn’t enough water in the East River to ac- 
commodate the people of New York who 
would try to swim across to Brooklyn on 
Sunday to get a drink. I believe the Gov- 
ernor as absolutely right when he says 
that the excise question is a question for 
the whole State to decide.”’ 

Col. Gruber was asked what he thought 
about the Stevens bill, which prevents the 
selling Of liquor tn concert halls. ‘I do 
not favor that,’”’ he replied. ‘‘ The chief 
delight in drinking beer is to drink it to the 
accompaniment of a waltz.” 

Assemblyman Newcomb, in speaking 
against the Bennet bill, said it was a sub- 
ject of ridicule in New York. ‘“‘ We have 
got a grown man’s problem to deal with in 
this excise question,’’ said Mr. Newcomb, 
“and this is mere child’s play, which is 
confusing the issue. There is no issue in 
New York as to whether liquor shall be 
sold at all or not. That is absurd. The 
only question is whether we are to have 
legal or illegal selling of liquor on Sunday.” 

Charles B. Lynch of Buffalo, representing 
the Wine and Liquor Dealers’ Association 
of the State, and a number of representa- 
tives of the New York Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation appeared in opposition to the bill. 
Assemblyman Bennet made an argument 
in its favor. He said that any other plan 
of local option than that of election dis- 
tricts would result in the establishniient on 
the boundaries of the territory which went 
dry of drinking and immoral resorts, which 
would prove more harmful than existing 
conditions. While Mr. Bennet was speak- 
ing, Mr. Smith, a member of the committee, 
brought out the fact that as many blocks 
containing two election districts are di- 
vided diagonally, a man having a_ saloon 
on the corner might be prohibited from 
taking out a license for a saloon on the 
street on which the front door of his saloon 
was located and yet would be privileged to 
take it out for the street on which the side 
door opened. 


SPECIAL EXCISE ATTORNEYS. 


Bill Proposed by Senator Stranahan 
Would Make Department Inde- 
pendent of County Prosecutors. 
Special to The New York Times. 


“ALBANY, Feb. 25.—Senator Stranahan 
to-day introduced an excise bill prepared 
by the State Excise Department, and de- 
signed to increase the powers of the de- 
partment. The feature of most interest 
to New York City is that the measure au- 


thorizes the Commissioner of Excise to 
designate an attorney to act in place of the 
District Attorney of any county in the in- 
vestigation or trial of excise cases. 

Gov. Odell stated recently that it was up 
to District Attorney Jerome to prosecute 
excise violations in New York County. 
Now it is said here that the insertion of 
a provision for the appointment of a spe- 
cial attorney to act in place of the Dis- 
trict Attorney was intended to provide a 
means of allowing the Excise Department 
to act independently of District Attorney 
Jerome on cases arising in New York 
County. - 

The special attorney is_to have the full 
powers exercised by a District Attorney, 
and may go before Grand Juries to present 
evidence looking toward indictments and 
to conduct the prosecution where such in- 
dictment is obtained. The bill also provides 
for the appointment of an Assistant Dep- 
uty Commissioner, whose salary is fixed 
at $3,000 a year. In case both the Commis- 
sioner and his deputy are unable to act, the 
assistant deputy is to have the power to 
discharge the duties of either. 

The license fee for druggists is increased. 
In cities of the first class the fee is made 
$100, in cities of the second class it is made 
$75, and in third-class cities and villages 
the fee is to be $15. The fee for druggists 
who sell in bulk is increased from $5 to $15. 











New Raines “Hotel Law Reported.

ALBANY, Feb. 25.—The Senate Commit- 
tee on Taxation and Retrenchment to-night 
favorably reported the bill introduced by 
Senator Raines to do away with abuses in 


so-called hotels. The bill provides that no 
hotel license shall be granted to any hotel 
which does not fully conform to the regula- 
tions prescribed by the Building, Health, 
find Fire Departments of first-class cities. 








Caucus Named William, Nottingham. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 25.—William Not- 
tingham of Syracuse to-night was selected 
in joint caucus of Republican Senators and 
Assemblymen as the Republican candidate 


for the vacancy in the State Board of 
Regents, caused by the death of O. H. War- 
ren of Syracuse, last December. No other 
name was presented at the caucus. Senator 
McKinney was Chairman of the caucus, 
and Senator WiNard and Assemblyman 
Merritt were Secretaries. The joint Demo- 
cratic caucus will be held to-morrow for 
the purpose of selecting a candidate.

BILL TO TAX ADVERTISING 
SIGNS HAS A HEARING. 


Promoters of Proposed Law Make Argu- 
ment Before the Assembly 
Committee. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Feb. 25.—The Landon bill, 
which imposes a tax of 1 cent for two 
square feet or fraction thereof on the sur- 
face of every poster exposed to public view 
upon any land or attached to any building 
or other structure erected in the State, was 
up for a hearing to-day before the Assem- 
bly Committee on Taxation and Retrench- 
ment. Josiah Collins Pumpelly, President 
of the City Improvement Association of 
New York; E. H. Hall, and R. C. E. Brown 
appeared in favor of the bill. Thomas A. 
Sheehan, Secretary of the Bill Posters and 
Distributors’ Union, and Assemblyman 
Prince opposed the measure, 

Mr. Sheehan said the bill would result in 
great hardship not only to bill posters, but 
to employes in all the trades which had to 
do with posters, as the tax proposed would 
reduce the number of posters put out to 
such an extent that a large number of men 
would find themselves without employment. 
Theatrical posters seldom are offensive, he 
urged, and there is no reason why this 
class of posters should be taxed because of 
sign painters’ offenses. Assemblyman 
Prince said that if any one was to be taxed 
for posters, it ought to be the person who 
derived a good income from the rental for 
advertising space. 

Mr. Pumpelly said that with New. York, 
beauty must be secured mainly, if at all, 
as incidental to utility. The city charter, 
he said, makes no provision for protection 
from injury done to the city’s beauty by 
the use, for private gain, of what are 
really public franchises. He mentioned 
cities that have succeeded, by skillful legis- 
lation, in establishing a system of taxation 
much greater than asked for in the Landon 
bili. 

The courts in this state, he said, recently 
have extended the highest judicial sanction 
to the doctrine that an offense to the 
aesthetic sense may be as much a public 
nuisance as an offense, to the sense of 
smell or hearing, and subject to abatement 
accordingly. People now want, he said, 
such regulations as will encourage poster 
advertisers to make appeals to good taste, 
instead of trying to force attention by 
visual assault and battery. 

In response to an inquiry, Mr. Hall said 
he did not believe that the proposed tax 
would reduce the amount spent in adver- 
tising. The quantity, undoubtedly, would 
be curtailed, but what was lost in quan- 
tity would be made up in quality. 


LIQUOR LICENSES FORFEITED. 


Several Canceled by Excise Commis- 
sioner for Violating the Law.

FISHKILL LANDING, N. Y., Feb. 25.— 
State Commissioner of Excise Cullinan re- 
ports that the liquor tax certificate issued 
to Michael Baron of 306 West Fortieth 
Street, New York, has been surrendered 
and canceled on account of the conviction 
ef Baron of violating the liquor tax iaw. 

The Commissioner has also canceled the 
certificate issued to Hyer & Son of Gold 
Creek, Herkimer County, which was for- 
feited by the conviction of Edwin A: Hyer, 
one of the members of the firm. Many 
evasions of the Raines law by druggists 
bave been uncovered and arrests are ex- 
pected soon.

Lackawanna Company Submits Its 
Annual Report. 





Old Board of Managers and Working 
Officials Re-elected at the 
Yearly Meeting. 


The annual report of the Lackawanna 
Railroad for the year ended Dec. 31, 1901, 
was made public after the company’s an- 
nual meeting of stockholders yesterday. At 
this meeting the old Board of Managers 
was re-elected, and the board in turn re- 
elected the old officials. 

The report is said to be one of the best 
ever put farth by the company. President 
Truesdale, speaking of general results of the 
year so far as anthracite coal carrying 
roads are concerned, declared that the year 
1901 would pass into history as one of the 
most satisfactory, if not the banner -year, 
for the anthracite coal interests of the 
country. 

Improvements of the road were extensive. 
Eight thousand six hundred and ninety tons 
of eighty-pound steel rails and 582,884 cross- 
ties were laid during the year. Twenty- 
five thousand seven hundred and seventy 
tons of new steel bridges were construct- 
ed. The expenditure for securing the water 
supply for the company’s locomotives was 
$100,000. Many other extensive improve- 
ments were made, especially on the tracks 
and.the motive power. 

In connection with the coal interests of 
the road, the report admits that recently 
there has been renewed talk of strikes 
among the miners, but it is expected that 
the labor leaders will not take action in 
the néar future, as during the past year 
wages paid to employes in the mines in- 
creased 30 per cent.

Memories of Bowery Theatre Re- 
called by “ Notre Dame.” 








D’Annunzio Wants to Visit America— 
Augustus Thomas’s Play-Writing 
Contract—Mrs. Campbell May 
Go to Australia. 





In making the date of the one hundredth 
centenary of Victor Hugo's birth the occa- 
sion for the production of Paul Poiter's 
version of ‘“‘ Notre Dame” at Daly's to- 
night, Daniel Frohman’s company will pro- 
vide an opportunity for mellow reminis- 
eence to those few playgoers whose ex- 
perience dates back as far as the old Bow- 
ery Theatre. 

It was inevitable that ‘‘ Notre Dame de 
Paris,’’ with its pages so illuminative of 
human passions, should not escape the 
playwright seeking plot and inspiration in 
books; and, after all, the dramatizing of 
popular fiction is not such a very modern 
accomplishment. It is interesting to recall 
that this work was created in five months, 
and that while writing it the great author, 
as Mme. Hugo relates, ‘‘ bought a bottle of 
ink and a coarse-knit garment of gray 
woolen, which enveloped him from neck to 
toe, put als coats under key so that he 
should have no temptation to go out, and 
entered into the romance as into a prison.” 
On the 14th of January, 1831, the book was 
finished. The bottle of ink was also fin- 
ished; he had come at the same time to 
the last line and the last drop. This led 
him for a time to think of changing the 
title of his romance to ‘‘ What There Is 
in a Bottie of Ink.” 

*,* 

The stage history of ‘‘ Notre Dame” in 
an English version begins with a produc- 
tion of a play of that name by Andrew 


Halliday, produced at the Adelphia ‘The- 
atre, Lo: don, on Easter Monday, April 10, 
1871. Quasimodo, the hunchback, was 


played in that early performance by T. C. 
King and Esmeralda, the gypsy girl, to be 
played here by Hildo Spong, was assigned 
to a Miss Furtado, of whom no special 
memory remains. Halliday’ s play is rather a 
crude affair, judged from modern stand- 
ards. It is in three acts, each of which is 
divided into three scenes. Its climax came 
in a scene showing ‘“ Paris by Moonlight 

from the roof of Notre Dame, where Frollo, 
the wicked monk, is thrown from the tower 


by the hunchback.

In a better version, made by Edward 
Fitzball, under the title ‘‘ Esmeralda; or, 


The Deformed of Notre Dame,’ Mrs. Yates 
was the gypsy girl in the London produc- 
tion. In a presentation of the same piece 
at the Bowery Theatre, Julia Turnbull, a 


native of this city, was the Esmeralda. In 
the cast at the time, playing Frollo, was 
E. L. Tilton, the actor who while playing 
Richmond to the Richard Il. of Booth 
at Mary Provost's Theatre, (Wallack’s,) 
one night acidentally fell off the stage, giv- 
ing rise to a story at the time that Booth 
in his frenzied acting had knocked him off. 
In 1855, in New Orleans, Mrs. Mary 
Gladstane, who had come to this coun- 
try from England, played Esmeralda at 
the St. 
J. B. Studley, who was then under Ben De 
Bar’s management. Junius Brutus Booth 
played Quasimado at the National, in Bos- 
ton, to the Esmeralda of Mrs. Vincent.

Gabriel E. D’Annunzio has written to his 
agent in this city inquiring as to the ad- 
visability of making a tour here next Fall 
to give readings and explanatory talks 
from and concerning his works. He pur- 
poses to address his hearers either in Ital- 
ian or French, and his plan is to come 
about the time Signora Duse is playing 
here. D’Annunzio’s *‘ Francesca and Pao- 
o"’ has just been copyrighted in the United 
States. In this connection it is also learned 
that an effort is being made to extend 
Signora Duse’s contract so as to have her 
give ninety performances instead of fifty 
while over here.

THE KNEISEL CONCERT. 


PROGRAMME, 


Dvorak, quartet in F, op. 96. 
Vincent d’Indy, piano quartet, op. 7. 
Beethoven, string quintet, op. 29. 


The Kneisel concert last evening was a 
curious counterpoilse to the “ gala”’ per- 
formance of grand opera just around the 
corner. It had the distinction that the en- 
tire ‘‘ assistance ’’’ was assisting simply be- 
cause it liked to hear that kind of music 
performed in that kind of way. Of course 
this fact distinguished it at once from the 
gala performance of opera. The other dis- 
tinctions followed from this. The piano 
quartet of Vincent d’Indy was the novelty 
of the performance. It is likely to remain 
a novelty in performance, though by no 
means a recency in composition. Why it 
should even be described as a piano quar- 
tet is not obvious, excepting. that the in- 
struments denoted by that description are 
all in fact employed. But they are not em- 
ployed as organic parts of an integral re- 
sult. The first movement, for example, is 
to all intents and purposes a trio. The viola 
seems to have been brought in because the 
composer, who had long forgotten it, sud- 
denly remembered it. In the other move- 
ments he bore the viola more in mind. But 
in none is there that continual and con- 
certed employment of all the “ voices” 
which justifies in other composers the em- 
ployment of the form. There is some learn- 
ing in the work, and there is some clever- 
ness, but there is by no means such a 
fusion of the two in any movement as gives 
the hearer an overmastering desire to hear 
that movement alone. 

Beethoven wrote one string quintet only 
‘that counts,”’ as he wrote only one piano 
quartet that counts. That is the string 
quintet that the Kneisels played last even- 
ing. Unlike his one memorable piano quar- 
tet, it is not a transcription, nor has it been 
transcribed. But, truly, it is not one of 
his felicities, and the infrequency vith 
which it gets a hearing for itself is protty 
fairly justified. ‘Dhat it should have so 
advanced an opus number as 29 is a puzzle 
which one would have to resort to the au- 
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thorities to solve, if the solution is to be 
found ever there. It should be added that 
it is cleverly composed for the purpose of 
making ‘‘ grateful"’ parts for the instru- 
ments. Really the most modern work of 
the programme, the Dvorak string quartet, 
is the most “ general.”’ It is so uncommon 












that the most recent composition in «ham- 
ber music makes this impression that it 
seems as if the programme had been ar- 
ranged to emphasize so unusual a fact. 

It is hardly necessary to add that all the 
numbers were beautifully played on the 
stringed instruments, Mr. Kneisel individu- 
ally appearing to special advantage. Mrs. 
Helen Hopekirk, who collaborated in the 
piano quartet, is a pianist of what may be 
called the aggressively expository kind. 
That does not at all mean that she is a bad 
pianist, but it does involve that the piano 
part in the d’Indy number was so empha- 
sized as to overbalance the ensemble. Mr. 
Max Zach played second viola in the string 
quintet. , 


Miss Metcalfe’s Song Recital. 

Miss Susan Metcalfe, soprano, gave a 
song recital at Mendelssohn Hall yesterday 
afternoon. In spite of the unfavorable 
weather she had a large and enthusiastic 
audience. Her programme consisted of 
Paisiello’s ‘“‘Il Mio’ Ben,” Jomelli’s ‘‘ La 
Calandrina,”’ Lully’s “‘ Bois Epais,”’ the old 
French “Viens Aurore,” Schumann's 
** Stille Thranen ” and “ Auftrige,”’ 
Brahms's ** Wadeseinsamkeit ” and 
“Schwalbe sag mir an,” Faure’s “Apres 
un Reve,’ Chausarel’'s ‘‘ Mandoline”’ and 
‘Les grands’ yeux,’ Boellmann’s ‘ Ma 
Vien Aimée,”’ Taubert's ‘“ Nachtigall,” 
** Wiegenlied,” and ‘‘ Hanselein willst du 
Tanzen,"’ and Schubert's ‘‘ Die Allinacht.”’ 

Miss Metcalfe, as we have noted before, 
has a voice of rather thin and pale quality, 
some parts of which are not well placed; 
but she sings with exquisite taste and un- 
common intelligence, so that her song re- 
citals are lifted far above the rut of’ con- 
ventionality and are well worthy of general 
attention. 


PRINCETON MEN INDICTED. 


They Smeared the Trenton Battle Mon- 
ument with Paint. 
Special to The New York Times: 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 25.—The Mercer 
County Grand Jury has indicted the stu- 
dents of Princeton University, who last 
week smeared paint over the marble shaft 


of the Trenton Battle Monument, for ma- 
licious mischief. A number of property 
owners, whose houses were also daubed, 
testified against the college offenders, as 
did a number of policemén. 

This is the first time that the acts of 
students have been considered by a Grand 
Jury. The indicted undergraduates are out 
on ae and will be produced in court for 
trial. 


TO ELEVATE CHICAGO TRACKS. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—The Lake Shore Rail- 
road proposes to elevate every mile of track 
that it has within the limits of Chicago. 


Right down to and beyond the Calumet 
River the tracks will go up. 

Attorney General Glenyon called upon the 
Mayor this morning to arrange for a con- 
ference on the subject. At present the 
Lake Shore tracks are elevated, but only 
as far south as Seventieth Street. “‘ We 
want to start in and get through with it 
all,” said Mr. Glennon, “ There’s no need 
for stringing this work out any longer. 
We will go to the Calumet River and be- 
yond. Then we'll be through with it for 
all time.’’ The proposed work will cost 
about $4,000,000. 


THE DIAMOND SEIZURE. 





There appears to be a dispute regarding 
the ownership of the diamonds found on 
the person of a man giving his name as 
Michael Leinkram, who arrived on the 


steamer which brought Prince Henry io 
this country. The man was arrested and 
searched in the Captain’s cabin, where 
diamonds, which have been appraised at 
$25,000, were found on him. 

Yesterday a lawyer called upon Commis- 
sioner Shields to make formal demand for 
the possession of the diamonds seized from 
the man who, when arrested, gave the name 
of Michael Leinkram. He claimed that he 
had been retained by a friend, a diamond 
merchant, in Antwerp, who owns the dia- 
mcnds, and is now on his way to this coua- 
try. He asserted that the diamonds had 
been transferred in a business transaction, 
and that they had been given for safe 
keeping to the man who has been arrested 
on the charge of smuggling them. He 
alleged that, as his client was an inno- 
cent owner, the jewels should be turned 
over to him. 

A man whose name corresponds to that 
of the reputed owner of the diamonds ar- 
rived in New York recently. Government 
agents sent on from Washington are work- 
ing on the case in this city. 








Fire Driver's Action Saves a Life. 

Edward J. McCarthy, driver of Engine 1, 
turned his galloping horses headlong into 
the elevated railroad structure at Sixth 


Avenue and Twenty-third Street, yesterday 
afternoon, to save the life of a shabbily- 
dressed old woman, who had run into 
danger and become confused. The pole 
of the engine struck on the pillars squarely 
and the shaft of the engine wagon was 
broken. The heavy strap which held Mc- 
Carthy to his seat parted and he was 
tumbled to the pavement, but the force ‘of 
his fall was broken and he escaped injury.

As Kart Buinp has pointed out, the 
root of this tendency in feeble minds to 
deprive SHAKESPEARE of the credit of 
having written Shakespeare is the un- 
willingness to believe that any one who 
did not have the grammarian’s training 
of the period cold have composed thé 
plays. Yet one of the men who eulogized 
SHAKESPEARE, a man who had greater 
vogue than SHAKESPHARE in his day and 
stuffed his own dramas with proofs of 
his learning, did not succeéd in impress- 
ing posterity. BEN Jonson appreciated 
SHAKESPEARE, but did not realize his 
greatness. His was an example of the 
kind of mind, educated according to the 
learfiing of the day, which these Ba- 
conians think SHAKESPEARE’S mind 
should have been had he been capable of 
writing the immortal plays. 

Another postulate equally false is the 
idea that Bacon would have been dis- 
honored had he acknowledged, the au- 
thorship of a good play. It is a gratui- 
tous insult to Queen ELIZABETH and the 
men of that period. But one does not 
argue with lunatics in hopes of curing 
them; one merely calls attention to the 
infection of lunacy that spreads from 
the solemn folly of the Baconians. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——According to rumor, the bill putting 
an end to pigeon shooting in this State 
would have been assassinated by the As- 
sembly Committee on Fisheries and Game 
if Senator PLatr had not forbidden the 
erime and ordered compliance with the 
popular will, We prefer not to believe this 
story, partly out of a disinclination to be 
under any obligation to the Senator and 
partly out of an inclination to credit the 
triumph of decency at last attained to the 
vigorous newspaper campaign against the 
dove butchers in which THE TiIMEs has 
been glad to join. The newspapers in a!l 
sections of the State gave adequate ex- 
pression to public sentiment on the sub- 
ject, and as a result neither the money nor 
the menaces of the gun-and-ammunition 
lobby accomplished anything. In _ both 
chambers the bill passed with only insig- 
hificant opposition—doubly insignificant; 
since the number of negative votes was in 
each instance minute and the votes were cast 
by men of no imaginable importance, either 
for good or evil. The Senators who placed 
themselves on record as utterly indifferent 
to criticism from the ciyilized portion of the 
community were these: FOoLEeY, AHBARN, 
CULLEN, FEETER, PLUNKITT, and RAMms- 
PERGER. Content with the same sort of 
notoriety were Assemblymen BRADLEY, 
Brooxs, DovuGHuTy, ROBINSON, RUEHL, J. H.

——One of our correspondents gave yes- 
terday, as the result of his deliberations cn 
the Park Avenue Hotél fire, that the—or a 
—cause of the loss of life was the common 
American ambition to remain cool in the 
midst of dangér, and to leave manifesta- 
tions of excitement to the Latin and other 
demonstrative races. This is an ingenious 
theufy, and though its acceptance requifés 
an exaggerated estimate of the peculiarity 
on which it is based, a good many of us un- 
doubtedly do Jike to win a reputation for 
impassibility, and perhaps this liking in 
some measure accounts for the gross negli- 
gence of which so many of the hotel’s 
guests were the victims. But the explana- 
tion is plainly inadequate. The calmness 
displayed was mostly due toan unjustified 
confidence in the construction of the build- 
ing. It had been called “ fire-proof’’ so 
long that imputations upon its powers of 
resistance were resented, and, not enly 
that, but even the simplest of precautions 
had long before been abandoned as use- 
less. The hotel was “fire-proof”’ in a 
certain sense and to a certain degree, but 
it contained inflammable material, and 
that matcrial burned when from one source 
or another, it matters little what, flame 
was applied. The walls of a _ furnace 
are also non-inflammable, but furnaces are 
not comfortable or safe for living being 
when the fuel in the furnaces is ignited. 





—A careless reading of the last report 
made by President Exiot of Harvard has 
misled several Commentators into think- 
ing that he proposed to reduce from four 
to three years the undergraduate course 
prescribed for an A. B. degree. This in- 
spired ope critic to write: ‘‘ Should Harvard 
adopt her President's proposal, while Yale 
and other American universities retain a 
four years’ course, it will be plain to the 
man in the street that in the case of the 
average youth a Harvard A. B. degree is 
worth just a quarter less than a degree 
issued by other first-class universities.” 
The Harvard Crimson resents this conclu- 
sion; and to refute it quotes President 
EuioT’s exact words—as follows: “A con- 
siderable proportion of the members of the 
Faculty of Arts and Sciences believe that 
the present requirements for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts can be met by a diligent 
student, or by a student of unusual ability, 
in three years, and that the college would 
reap distinct advantages from making a 
definite offer of the degree in three years 
under suitable restrictions against superfi- 
cial and hasty work, and that this could 
be done without lowering the present stand- 
ard for the degree.'’ This, as The Crimson 
asserts, is somewhat different from a prop- 
osition to reduce the undergraduate course 
to three years, and it is difficult to see 
any objection to it. A degree ought not to 
certify that its holder devoted a certain 
number of months to study, but that he has 
attainments and training of a certain qual- 
ity. What matter is it to anybody how 
long it téok him to get them?

ORD FROM MISS STONE] 


She Describes Her Welcome by 
Friends at Strumitsa. 


M. Tsiika Not Allowed to Go to Join His 
Wifé—Authorities Suspect Him of 
Cénniving at the Kidnapping. 


oe 


BOSTON, Feb. 25.—The first message 
frefi Miss Bllen M. Stone, the missionary, 
to hef family and friends since her release 
Was feceived to-night by her brother, 
Cifarlés A. Stone. Prior to the receipt of 
this fhessage Mr. Stone received a dispateh 
Gated Salonika, from M. Gargiulo, as fol- 
lows: 

“ Liberated Saturday night village Grad- 
ishar, near Strumitsa, where village Mayor 
led them 9 o’clock Sunday. Coming Salon- 
ika to-night with House.” 

Then came the long-looked-for message 
irdm Miss Stone. It read as follows: 

“ Ristovatz, Feb. 25. 
“Charles A. Stone, Chélsea, Maas.: 

“Freed, thank God, and well after our 
captivity of nearly six months. Yesterday, 
Sabbath morning, Mrs. Tsilka and her sev- 
en wééks old daughter Kiena and I found 
ourselves left by our abductors near a vil- 
lage an hour distant from Strumitsa, For 
three hours we waited for dawn, then se- 
cured horses and came to this city. 

* Kind-Hearted Bulgarian friends rushed 
from théir house as soon as they eaught 
a glimpse of the strange-appéaring trav- 
elers, took Us in thelr afms from our 


horses with tears and smiles and words of 
welcome, and led us into their house. 
Word was quickly sent to the friends en- 
gaged in their morning service at church, 
and they came, old and young, to greet us. 
What enkislving to God for this proof 
of His faithfulness to answer their pray- 
ets, for all—even the little children—had 
néver cedse@ to pray for us, their lost 
friends. 

“Since that hour our waking time has 
béen crowded with friends from the city 
afid surrounding villages, who have brought 
us their heartfelt congratulations for our 
deliverance. 

“The Turkish Government did not fail to 
question us as to our ome The 
Governor of the city, with his suite, called 
this morning and agate this afternoon after 
the arrival of Dr. House and his son from 
Salonika, accompanied by M. Gargiulo, 
First Dragoman of the Américan MWmbassy 

at Constantinople. The last three have 
come to accompany us to Salonika to-mor- 
reéw, where Mr. Tsilka awaits his long-lost 
Wife and their baby. They have brought 
me a bundle of letters from mother and 
my brothers and dearest friends. 

“Thus, with saspenaeare gratitude to 
Goa and to all friends who by prayers and 

ifts have hélped to ffee us, We begin our 
fife of freedom. Your sister, 

‘ELLEN M. STONE.” 


STRUMITSA, Feb. 25.—M. Tsilka, hus- 
band of Mme. Tsilka, Miss Stone's compan- 
fon in captivity, went to the railroad station 
at Salonica in the hope of accompanying 
the party of M. Gargiulo to this place, but 
the Turkish authorities refused him permis- 
sion to do so, declaring that they suspected 
him of conniving at the capture of Miss 
Stone. 

Miss Stone and Mme. Tsilka are quartered 
at the residence of M. Kimoff, a Protestant 

er where they greeted M. Gargiulo and 

House with considerable emotion. 

During the last fortnight of their captiv- 
ity the women were traveling in the 
mountains. They were hidden in the day- 
time amd were hurried al6fig at signt, 
blindfolded and on horseback. On one cec- 
casion Miss Sione’s horse fell and she was 
thrown to the ground, but she escaped with 
a badly bruised knee. 

At Strumitsa the two women havé heen 
busily engaged in making dresses for them- 
selvés and for the baby. When they were 
fotind they were ciad in native costume and 
shépherd's cloaks. The baby had no proper 
clothes, but was swaddled in pieces of 
roligh material, such as the mountaineers 
use for leg#ins. The baby has not suf- 
fered from the rigors of the Winter.

BOSTON, Feb. 25.—The Rev. Dr, Judson 
Smith, Secretary of the American Board of 
Cammissioners for Foreign Missions, said 
totday in reply to an inquiry: 

“It is true, large offers for Miss Stone's 
first story concerning her experiletices 
among the brigands have been recéived, 
but I know nothing of an alleged offer by 
@ magazine of $25,000. It is true also that 
the established rule of the board precludes 
the acceptance of any remuneration, except 
by special permission, for outside work on 
the part of missionaries. 

“Of course, you can see the reason for 
the rule. When a misstonary enters the 
sefvice of the board he or she is guaran- 
teed a salary sufficient for support in rea- 
sonable comfort. The salary varies ac- 
cording to the environment &s well as ac- 
cording to the character of the work. In 
return for this salary the missionary is ex- 
pected to give his entire time to the serv- 
ice in which he is engaged.

Prince of Montenegro Sé Said to Have Ac 
cused the Empire of an Aggres- 
sive intention. 


LONDON Trues—Nbw York Times 
Special Cablegram. 


LONDON, Feb. 26.—The Vienna Infor- 
“mation, quoted by the correspondent of 
The Times in the Austrian capital, as- 
serted yesterday that the object of the 
recent visit to St. Petersburg of Prince 
Nieholas of Monténegro was chiefly in 
order t6 obtaih a loan of 10,000,000f. He 
had previously tried to raise the loan in 
Rome and Paris. 

The Prince, according to the Informa- 
tion, endéavored to prove that he had 
evidence that Austria intended to send 
an army beyond Novibazar, and that 
Montenegro wanted money for arma- 
merits. His story, according to the paper, 
was not believed in St. Petersburg. 


Under the treaty of Berlin of 1878 Austria 
maintains a military force of about 3,000 
men in the sanjak of Novibazar. The ter- 
ritory, however, belongs to Turkey. It isa 
tongue projecting northwest between Mon- 
tenegro and Servia as far as the frontier of 
Bosnia.

Representative 
Cannon of Illinois acted as Chairman, and 


Mr. Loudenslager of New Jersey as Sec- 
retary. 

Chairman Payne of the Ways and Means 
Committee presented a bill on the lines au- 
thorized by the Republican members of the 
committee, as follows: 

Resolved, That for the purpose of equalizing 
the trade of the United States with Cuba, the 
President is hereby authorized, as soon as 
may be, after the establishment of an inde- 
pee Government in Cuba and the enactment 

y said Government of immigration and exclu- 
sion laws as fully restrictive of immigration as 
the laws of the United States, to enter Into ne- 

gotiations wit!? said Government with a view to 
the arrangement of a commercial agreement in 
which reciprocal and equivalent concessions may 
be secured in favor of the products and manu- 
factures of the United States by rates of duty 
which shall be less by an amount equivalent to 
at least 20 per cent. ad valorem than the rates 
imposed upon like articles when imported into 
Cuba from the most favored of other countries; 
and whenéver the Government of Cuba shall 
enact such immigration laws and shall enter 
into such commercial agreement with the United 
States and shall make concessions in favor of 
the premiums and manufactures thereof as 
aforesaid, and which agreement In the judgment 
of the President shall be reciprocal and equiva- 
lent, he shall be authofized to proclaim such 
facts, both as to the enactment of such immi- 
grati laws and the making of such agreement, 
and thereafter the imposition of the duties im4 
posed by law on all articles from Cuba into the 
United States shall be suspended, and in lieu 
thereof there shall be levied upon all articles 
‘imported from Cuba 80 per centum of the fate 
of duty now levied upon like articles imported 
from foreign countries. The President shall have 
power, and it shal) be his duty, whenever he 
shall be satisfied that either such immigration 
laws or such agreement mentioned in this act 
is not being fully executed by the Government 
of Cuba to notify such Government thereof, and 
thereafter there shall be levied upon all articles 
imported from Cuba the full rate of duty provid- 
ed by law upon articles imported from foreign 
countries. 

Mr. Payne spoke for more than an hour 
in support of this plan. He frequently was 
interrupted by questions from Representa- 
tives. A question from William Alder Smith 
of Michigan contained the statement that, 
relying upon the Republican assurance of 
protection, about $10,000,000 have been in- 
vested in the beet sugar industry in Michi- 
gan, and this would be imperiled if the pro- 
posed concession was made. 

Mr. Payne replied that in his judgment 
there would be ample protection to the 
Amefican industry after the 20 per cent. 
concession was ailowed, as the remaining 
protection would amount to about 57 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

Representative Tawney of Minnesota of 
the Ways and Means Committee, proposed 
the following substitute: 

Resolved, That the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee be, and it is hereby, directed to prepare and 
report to the House a ‘pill for the relief of Cuba 
and to extend the trade between the United 
Stat2s and that Island, which bill shall in sub- 
stance authorize the President, in consideration 
of our securing on goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise, the product or growth of the United States 
going into Cuba, substantially lower duties than 
those imposed upon like articles imported into 
Cuba from other countries, to agree to pay and 
to pay, during each year that. said reciprocal 
trade agreement shall be in force, from the 
Treasury of the United States to the Govern- 
ment of Cuba, when fully established, out of 
the moneys collected in the United States as im- 
port duties on merchandise the product or growth 
of the island of Cuba imported inte the United 
States, a sum equivalent In amount to 20 per 
cent. of the duties now collected on alt such 
goods, and that so much of said sum as shall 
be equivalent to 20 per cent. of the duty col- 
lected on sugar imported from Cuba into the 
United States, shall be distributed by the Gov- 
ernment of Cuba, or through such other or ad- 
ditional agents or agencies as the President of 
the United States shall direct, under rules and 
regulations to be prescribed by the Government 
of Cuba and approved by the President of the 
United States, to actual bona fide resident sugar 
planters of the Island of Cuba, in proportion to 
the quantity of sugar produced from cane grown 
by them during the year precading the date of 
said reciprocal trade agreement, and every year 
thereafter during the continuance thereof, and 
that said reciprocal trade agreement shall con- 
tinue in fore> for a period of three years from 
the date of its negotiation; and said bill shall 
| further provide that before the payment of said 
sum, or any portion thereof, to the Government 
of Cuba, or befors any of the conditions of said 
agreement shall become operative, Cuba shall 
first enact our immigration laws. 

At 11 o'clock, as it was clear no final 
results could be secured, an adjournment 
was taken until 3 P. M. next Monday.

IN THE SHOPS. 


Nothing as simple as feather stitching 
was ever used with better effect, and new 
gowns both for women and children show 
more and more of it. A pretty gown of 
one of the light weight woolen goods, a 
canvas weave, shows the use of feather 


stitching in a pretty way. The bodice 6f 
the gown is made entirely of a cream lace 
over chiffon, intersected at different points 
with undulating rows of tiny satin pas 4 
in white running across it, while the hig 

lace stock is plaided_ with white satin rib- 
bon set on plain. This gives a touch of 
white to the cream bodice, while the skirt 
is entirely of the white with only touches 
of cream. This white thin material made 
up over a silk drop skirt is fitted with 
groups of tucks intersécted by rows of 
feather stitching which line the skift per- 
pendicularly at intervals, never Pare 
more than four or five inches apar The 


feather stitching makes a narrow, heavy 


line of silk, for it is closely put in, and 
gives ‘the effect which has been seen in 
many frocks where the skirt is open in 
perpendicular lines, the openings joined 
with fagoting. The narrow shaped flounce 
around the lower edge of the skirt is set 
on with another row of this feather stitch- 
ing. The flounce is finished around the 
lower edge with a narrow hem and four or 
five something less than half-inch tucks 
set close together. The lengthwise lines of 
the feather stitching are finished above the 
flounce with figures of cream lace, first one 
oblong figure, then a continuation of the 
feather stitching for a few inches, and then 
another figure of the lace, like two flowers 
on a single stem. ae

Feather stitching is used with excellent 
results upon children’s garments of all 
kinds. The very popular French knots are 


also used, sometimes whole corners or 
revers on little coats being filled in with 
them. These are more satisfactory on gar- 
metits of heavy material where there is a 
lining and the under side of the part worked 
does not show. On little flannel sacques 
which are to be laundéred the lines af the 
silk which are carried from one Knot to the 
other show through to some extent and the 
knots do not wash as well as other kinds 
of work. One little baby sacque which is 
feather stitched has a border of this work 
in a contrasting color on the white in a 
semi-Grecian design which is very pretty.

A little wash frock. for a small child in 
which feather stitching is shown has the 


front made in three not very wide box 
plaits set well apart. These are feather 
stitched down the outer edges with white, 
and the straight band around the neck is 
also feather stitched, as is the belt of the 
material, ich buttons in front. In this 
frock wide box plaits are set into the skirt 
below the belt at the sides. The back is 
finished with the three narrow box plaits 
running the full length of the garment.

Not only is French ‘lingerie being sold at 
this season of the year at reduced prices, 


but imported white wash frocks for chil- 
dren. They show the same dainty French 
hand work which is so charming in the lin- 
gerie, hand-run tucks, a few sprays of flow- 
ers, and one might almost say, best of all, 
fine sheer, soft material.

TWILL OF GL. TIFFANY 


$3,000 a Year Only for His Son, 
Burnett Y. Tiffany. 


The Father Criticises His Offspring’s 
Mode of Life in a Codicil—Further 
Disposition of the Estate. 


The will of Chaflés L. Tiffany, the head 
of the house 6f Tiffany & Co., who died 
Feb. 18 at an advanced age, was filed yes- 
terday for probate in the office of the Sur- 
rogaté. By this will, which was executed 
on Juné 30, 1886, Mr. Tiffany divided his en- 
tire estate between his widéw and his four 
children. 

Under the instrument as executed on that 
date there is little or no discrimination 
between the children as regards their in- 
heritance, but in a codicil to the will, exe- 
cuted on March 7, 1887, the testator makes 
a serious modification of the provision for 
his son, Burnett Y. Tiffany, in which he 


‘limits his income from the estate to $3,000 


a year, unless he changes his habits and 
mode of living.. In this codicil the testator 
says, in part: 

“ Wheréas, my observation of the char- 
acter of my son, Burnett Y. Tiffany, con- 
vince me that it may be greatly to his 


disadvantage to be in receipt of an in- 
comé exceeding what is actually necessary 
for his support and maintenance, and I 
am desirous for his own benefit that my 
executors should from time to time decide 
whether ih their opinion his life and éxpen- 
ditures rg! or reguirée a wap 4 or less 
ineomé, as the case may be there- 
ee 1 do modify the fifth clause of my 
w ” 


The fifth clause of the will was modified 
so as to alithorize the executors to hold in 
trust $250,000 and fifty shares of the capi- 
tal stock of Tiffany & Co., and apply such 
parts of the income as the _ executors 
deemed fit to the use of Burnett Y. Tiffany, 
the balance of the income for his life being 
applied to the use of the testator’s son, 
Louis C. Tiffan and his daughter, Mrs. 
Annie O. Mitchell. 

In limiting his son to an income of $3,000 
a year, Mr. Tiffany says further in the 
codicil to his will: 

*‘In my opinion, which, however, is not 
to control the discretion of my _ executors, 
unless a radical change shall take place in 
his life and habits, $3,000 per annum, paya- 
ble in monthly installments, will be ample 
amount for his proper support and maint3- 
nance.’’ 

Charles T. Cook, who was one of Mr. Tif- 
fany’s partners, and is an executor of his 
will, said yesterday that, though there 
might have been some reason for the codi- 
cil at the time it was executed, there was 
none at the present time. There is also a 

rovision in the codicil that none of the 
ssue of Burnett Y. Tiffany by his present 
wife shall have any interest under the 
trusts provided for him, but that if he have 
other issue they shall be beneficiaries, 

Of this provision or the reason for it Mr. 
Cook said he knew nothing. None of the 
other @xecitors of the will of members of 
the family would talk last night. 

Under the will of Mr. Tiffariy his widow 
is to have the house and lot at 255 Madison 
Avenue, corner of Seventy-second Street, 
the furniture in the house, silver plate, 
family stores, and the personal chattels of 
the testator of every description, excepting 
his gold watch, which is to go to his son, 
Louis C. Tiffany. He also gives to Mrs, 
Tiffany $200,000, 150 shares of the capital 
stock of Tiffany & Co., valued at $1,000 
each; $150,000 for life, and the occupancy of 
the family country seat at Irvington so long 
as she desires. These provisions are made 
in lieu of dower. 

The will pigries that Mrs. Mitchell, the 
daughter $5 the testator, is to receive $200,- 
000 and 150 shares of the capital stock of 
Tiffany & Co. A similar provision is made 
for the son; Louts Cc. Tiffany. 

The testator then in the will itself gives 
to his executors, in trust, $250,000 and 
fifty shares of the capital stock of Tiffany 
& Co., to invest and apply the income to the 
use of Burnett Y. Tiffany during his life- 
and authorizes and empowers the trustees 
of the fund in their discretion, ‘ which 
shall not be in any Way interfered with = 
controlled by any court whatever,’ to 
over from time to time to Burnett Y. if 
fany the whole or pny part of the principal, 
as they may see fit 

On the death of the beneficiary under the 
will the balance of the fund is to go 
to his issue, and if there ts no Issue, to 
the testator’s son, Louis ©. Tiffany, and 
the daughter, Mrs. Mitchell, or the sur- 
vivor and issue of either or both. This is 
the fifth clause of the will. which was 
medified by the codicil of 1887. 

The will also pee that the executors 
shall receive $250,000 and fifty shares of 
the stock of Tiffany & Co. in trust to pay 
the income to the daughter of the testator, 
Louise H. Tiffany, on the same conditions 
as established for the son, Burnett Y. Tif- 
fany. To his godson, Charles L. Tiffany, 
the son of Louis C. Tiffany, the testator 
leaves $20,000, and to each of his other 
grandchildren, $10,000 each, In providing 
for his sister, Mrs. Harriet A. Trembly, Mr. 
Tiffany says that he had already given to 
her $40,000 in bonds and securities, but that 
in addition he bequeathes to her $10,000, 
and, should she not survive him, that sum 
is to go to her daughter, Mrs. Amanda 
Hager. 

To the children of Nathan B. Morse, Jr., 
Mr. Tiffany leaves $15,000. to be divided 
between them share and share alike. All 
the legacies provided for are to bear 5 per 
cent. interest until paid. Mr. Tiffany also 
forgives and caneels all debts owing to 
_ by Nathan B. Morse, Jr., and James 

Dunham. 

Loh will provides that three-eighths of 
the residue of the éstate shall go to the 
son of the testator Louis C. Tiffany, and 
the same fo thé daughter Mrs. Mitchell; 
one-third of_the residue to the daughter 
Louise H. Tiffany for life, and on her 
death the principal to go to her issue if 
she have any. and the remaining eighth 
to the son Burnett Y. Tiffany oh the same 
eondition. 

Under the will the executors ean parti- 
tion the estaté and invest the proceeds 
in United States bonds, New York Staté 
and City bonds, or approved railroad sé- 
curities. They are also empowered to-sell 
the house on the northwest corner of Sev- 
enty-second Street and Madison Avénue, 
and the hotise adjoining on the west within 
three vears after the death of the testator. 

Mr. Tiffanv appointed his wife. Mrs. Har- 
riet O. A. Tiffariy; his son, Louis C. Tif- 
fany; his son-in- law. Alfred Mitchell. and 
his friends, Charles E. Miller and Mr. Cook, 
as executors. The witnesses to the will 
were John FB. Develin and James Alexander 
Briggs, both of whom are now dead. The 
witnesses to the codicil are also dead. Evi- 
dence was taken before Surrogate’s Clerk 
Washburn as to their signatures, and also 
as to the signature of the testator.

Wealthy Septuagenarian Rewards 
Her for Nursing Him. 


Mrs. Richardson, Who Becomes William 
Harkness’s Daughter, !s Twenty- 
threé Years His Junior.

A ease which some lawyers say is with- 
out parallel in the legal history of the 
New York State courts was made known 
yesterday, when Justice MacLean of the 
Supreme Court signed the order to allow 
William Harkness, seventy years old, to 
adopt as his daughter Elizabeth Holland 
Richardson, forty-seven years old, his 
housekeeper. 

Hafkness is the inventor of one of the 
first fire-extinguishers,; which was mar- 
keted thirty years ago. He is reputed to 


be worth half a million dollars, and lives’ 


at 306 West Ninety-third Street. His 
brother, Albert Harkness, is a professor of 
Brown Univérsity. 

His lawyer, H. H. Snedeker of 34 Nassau 
Street, in explanation of the adoption, said 
yesterday that Mr: Harkness desired to re- 
ward Mrs. Richardson for taking care of 
him by relieving her of the social disad- 
vantages attaching to the menial title of 
housékeeper and by insuring to her, in the 
event of his death, the custody of his fort- 


une, without the possibility of contest by 
his relatives. 

Mr. Hafkness has no children. He lived 
for a long time at the Union Square Hotel. 
A féw years ago his wifé died. Early last 
Summer he became afflicted with heart 
trouble, and his doctor advised him to give 
up hotel life and have an attendant to care 

or him. He rented the residence on Nine- 
ty-third Street and spént corisiderable 
moneéy in furnishing it. Elizabeth Holland 
Richardson had been a Hifélong friend of 
his wife. She was the widow of a well- 
known railroad man, who had lest his fort- 
une a few yéars before his death. Mr. 
Harkne&Ss proposed that shé assume the 
duties of housekeeper of his home, and she 
consented. She nursed him through sev- 
eral bad attacks of his malady, and when 
he was able to go about he began the 
scheme whereby he might show his grati- 
tude. He consulted his counsel, Mr. Sned- 
eker, and, considering himself too old_ to 
marry, proposed the plan of adopting Mrs, 
Richardson as his daughter. 

r; Harkness was very happy over the 
decision of the court yesterday. He imme- 
diately began arrangements for a reception 
to be given at his home on the evening of 
March 27, when the court order becomes 
effective, at which Mrs. Richardson will 
make her début as his daughter. 


DEATH OF MILTON WESTON. 


Was a Prominent Railroad Builder 
and Once Convicted of Manslaughter.

CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—Milton Weston, for 
nearly forty years a resident of Chicago, 
died to-day. He was born near Auburn, 
Cayuga County, N. Y., July 29, 1842. Up 


to 1886 he was actively engaged in railway 
construction and other public works. He 
was largely interested in the railway de- 
velopment of Florida, and was the prime 
mover in a belt Hine scheme around this 
city. He projected a railway system in 
Iowa and an electric system in Wisconsin. 

Twenty years ago he bought an oil well in 
West Virginia, out of which grew great 
litigation and quarrels, and finally a man 
was killed. Weston was tried and convict- 
ed of “ involuntary manslaughter,’ and 
sentenced to five years. After having 
served two and one-half years of his term, 
he was finally pardoned.

$300,000 Secured at Final Auction of 
the Yonkers Race Course. 

Th Empire City race track, situated be- 
tween Yonkers and White Plains, was 
finally sold at the Manor Hall, Yonkers, 
yesterday to Fred Gerken and a number of 
other well-known road drivers of this city, 
and in future will be used for holding trot- 
ting meetings. Grand circuit meetings will 
probably be held during the coming season, 
and matinée races as well. 

The track will be owned and managed by 
the Empire City Matinée Driving Club, of

the property was declared sold at that 
figure.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


In specialties yesterday’s market was 
strong; various stocks moved in groups. 
The local tractions, led by Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit, had increased 
The group.of steel stocks ‘made 
showing. <A variety of specially situated 
industrials were conspicuous and im- 
proved. 

In most of the stocks which yesterday 
were foremost in strength substantial 
short interests have existed for some 
time past. It has grown more and more 
the fashion as the present month has 
progressed for the professional element 
to back their bearish opinions by mak- 
ing short contracts. Similar pessimistic 
performances at New Year’s, based on 
apprehensions of excessive stringency in 
the money market, imposed losses which 
were pretty generally taken at the begin- 
ning. of February; but almost daily dur- 
ing the past fortnight there has been 
some development which the bear ele- 
ment has used as an excuse to hammer 
quotations by selling securities that had 
to. be borrowed for delivery. Thus the 
market at present—in so far as special- 
ties are concerned, at least—is so situat- 
ed that effective movements can be di- 
rected against a short interest which has 
no stronger bulwark than sentimental 
prejudice. 

Brooklyn Rapid Transit furnishes a 
striking example of this market condi- 
tion. When recent announcement was 
made of the official plan for the refund- 
ing of outstanding bonds, with incidental 
extension of the mortgage so as to “ pro- 
vide for the future” on a tremendous 
scale, it was the hasty conclusion of 
professional Wall Street that this policy 
was a confession of weakness, forecast- 
fng grave difficulties. Therefore in a 
hurry the traders of the Stock Exchange 
competed with another in selling 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit stock short. 
They knocked prices down around 60. 
But the quotations made under their first 
attack were lower than any since seen. 
Yesterday the stock, without any show 
of difficulty whatever, crossed So 
aptly does this movement reflect condi- 
tions that exist throughout much of the 
market that it is entitled to more than 
trivial consideration. The professional 
attitude of distrust and watchful bear- 
ishness has long continued; but it nets 
few profits.

ed. In short, it might easily have been 
found that defendant in keeping or harbor- 
ing, as he did,-the dog in question, with 
knowledge that it Was accustomed to harass 
travelers. on the highway, was quite indif- 
ferent to. their rights.’’ As the plaintiff is 
a married woman. and, therefore, not en- 
titled to recover for loss of services or for 
expensés of medical or surgical treatment, 
the verdict in her favor tor $8,000 is re- 
duced. to $4,000. Mrs. Austin could only re- 
eover such damages as would fairly com- 
pensate her for the pain and suffering and 
physical impairment which she _ has in- 
curred.

RIGHT OF NATIONAL BANK STOCKHOLDERS 
TO INFORMATION.—The Court of Appeals, in 
a per curiam opinion, has affirmed an or- 
der of the Third Appellate Division, which 


upheld the right of the stockholders of the } 


Iron. National Bank of Plattsburg to a 
mandamus, requiring,the officers and Di- 
rectors of the bank to furnish them with 
information respecting the bank’s assets 
and a description of the same: The Iron 
Notional Bank is in process of liquidation 
from expiration ofits charter, and the 
stockholdets desired information concern- 
ing their distributory interests in the cor- 
porate properties. The court of last resort 
seys it could in nowise have prejudiced the 
liquidation of the bank to have furnished 
the information desired. “The principle,’ 
says the opinion, upon which a_ stock- 
ho der is aliowed access to the books of a 
corporation is as applicable to the case of 
a banking corporation as it is to any other 
kind of a corporation. It is his common- 
law right, and, unless restricted by law or 
by the charter, the exercise of that right 
will not be denied him, at a proper time and 
place, when the circumstances are such as 
seem to the court to make that right avail- 


able."’

JONES GROSS - EXAMINED | 


Patrick instigated His Attempt at 
Suicide, He Swears. 


Thé Valet Tells the Jury How He 
Piunged a Knife Into His Neck in 
the Tombs, Showing the Scars. 


The valet, Charles F. Jones, who charges 


Albert T. Paf@ick, now on trial, with insti- 
gating his self-confessed murder of the 
millionaire, William Marsh Rice, declared 
yesterday on the witness stand that Patrick 
agreed in the Tombs to commit suicide 
with him, and then illustrated how he 
endeavored to keep his part of the agree- 
ment by plunging a knife, given to him 
by Patrick, into his throat. He also ex- 
hibited the scars on his neck to the jury. 
Mr. Osborne completed his direct exam- 
ination of Jones late in the afternoon, and 
Mr. Moore began the cross-examination for 
the defense. Recorder Goff, during Jones's 
direct testimony, declined to admit in evi- 
dence the conversations held by Patrick 
and Jones with Mr. House, their counsel, in 
the Tombs after their arrest. 
by Mr. Osborne, Jones said: 
Q.—Did you have any conversation with Pat- 
rick in the Tombs before you talked with Mr. 
House? A.—Yes. Patrick and I talked in low 
tones in one corner of the room. Mr. House was 
in the other. Patrick said Mr. House told him 
he must know if murder had been committed. 
Patrick said it could not be concealed any iong- 
er;ethat I had better tell all about it, but not to 
say he had anything to do with it. I said I was 
unwilling to tell anything unless I could tell 
just what did happen. He objected, but I went 
over to Mr. House and told just what I have told 
here on the stand about the matter. 
Q.—Was there any talk with 
suicide? A.—Yes. On the morning after 
Witthaus reported finding mercury in Mr. 
body. I said I would commit suicide if I had 
anything to do it with. Patrick said he would 
commit suicide also. He said he had a bottle 
0! oxalic acid in his cell and a small knife. He 
said he would take the acid and then cut his 
throat. I asked him for a blade of the knife. 
He said it had only one. I asked him to ask 
Potts to get some oxalic acid for him. Later 
Potts came to see him, and after he went away 
Patrick gave me a little knife and said he could 
get no acid. I took the knife and said I would 
kill myself with it as soon as I heard if a mur- 
der charge would be made against us. The night 
after my last talk with you (Osborne) I tried 
to kill myself with it. '

Sheriff's Employes in Kings Regarded 
as Holding Confidential Positions. 

In the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yester- 
@ay Justice Dickgy handed down a decision 
granting the application of Lewis M.

Coroner Goldenkranz yesterday afternoon 
continued his investigation into the deaths 
through the fire in the Park Avenue Hotel. 
Among those 
were Fire Chief George 
Battalion of the Fire Department, 
tendent of Buildings Stewart, 
Miller, O'Connor, Sanderson, and Louis of 
the Department of Buildings, Night Por- 
ter Sinclair of the hotel, Fire Marshal 
Freel, Policeman Thomas Dust, Martin J. 
Coyle, and several guests of the hotel. 

It was learned that Coyle, the porter, tes- 
tified that he had been aroused from his 
bed by Mr. Reed, the proprietor, and that 
this was at the outbreak of the fire in the 
Seventy-first Regiment Armory. He said 
that every guest was warned long before 
the fire occurred in the hotel, and that by 
instructions from the proprietor they were 
told to dress, keep calm, and go down by 
the back stairways. He said that there 


were three fire extinguishers in the build- 
ing, and that one of them was exploded in 
the elevator shaft. The others did no good. 

Thomas F. Freel, the Fire Marshal, testi- 
fied that there was no adequate systém of 
alarms in the hotel by which every one 
might be roused in time of danger. 

Thomas T. Clarkson, a guest, 
that he woke up a friend when he saw the 
armory on fire. This was on the sixth 
floor. His friend dressed leisurely, and 
they walked to the elevator. As they went 
down they smelled smoke, and, looking 
down the side, he saw flames at the bottom 
of the shaft. At the second floor the ele- 

vator was stopped, and the passangers 
reached safety in the lobby by running 
down the stairs through flames which 
scorched them,
